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Granite at the Irish Exhibition, 


N former occasions 
we have alluded to 
the fact that enor- 
mous tracts of 
granite exist in 
Ireland, and it is 
not surprising that 
the Exhibition at 
Olympia should 
comprise numerous 

‘examples of the material. At the same time, 

with a few exceptions, the exhibits refer more 

‘to prospective work than to a developed 

industry. 

The most important point to notice is the 
variable quality of the stone. In this country 
we know comparatively little of Irish granite, 
Two or three kinds only find their way into 
our market, and it is obvious that these do not 
adequately represent the quality of the whole. 
Each kind must stand on its own merits, and 
amongst such a great variety it is evident that 
considerable differences in adaptability and 
‘durability must exist. Several Irish granites 
are notoriously of inferior quality, and this has 
led to the whole being classed under the same 
‘category,—a most unjust proceeding. It arises, 
we believe, from the almost universal idea that 
the quality of stone is limited by political and 
geographical boundary lines, as to whether it 
be good or bad. 

That there are bad Irish granites is clear 
from the fact that the material in so many 
houses built in Dublin is quite rotten, and 
‘does not stand the climate nearly so well 
as the better kinds of Portland stone. But 
the same may be said of almost any city 
or town built in a granite district. Itis im- 
possible to keep the inferior element out of the 

market. Decaying granite is more easily 
worked than the harder and more durable 
material, and in this age of competition it 
naturally finds a ready sale. Granite is speci- 
ified, and so granite is delivered, without refer- 
‘ence to quality. The typical quartz, felspar, 
and mica are present, and under these circum- 
‘stances nobedy thinks of complaining, and it 
iS not a very easy matter to judge of the 
‘quality after the rock has been tooled and 
‘dressed, unless considerable attention is paid 
to the matter. When we order limestone to 
‘be used in a building, we should not dream of 
allowing dressed ordinary white chalk to be 
‘brought on to the work for the purpose, yet 
ithis is as much a limestone as the best Bath 
or Portland, as every one knows. This is 








because we have learned to discriminate the 
difference between widely opposed kinds of 
freestone. Granite varies quite as much in 
point of durability, and Irish granites especially 
so; and the sooner we learn to recognise this 
fact the better. Granite and syenite are now, 
as they have been for many years, looked upon 
as the best materials for kerbing and road 
metalling in the metropolis, but this faith will 
be doomed to speedy destruction if the autho- 
rities do not inquire into the matter. So 
long as the material found in our own 
islands was almost exclusively used for these 
purposes, that faith could not be shaken, as it 
so happens that the capitalists who were able 
to send the material to the London market are 
owners of large and developed quarries of good 
stone. But the foreign element has crept in, 
and granite kerbing is landed in London 
cheaper than the capitalists referred to can 
possibly turn it out at the quarries at anything 
like a reasonable profit, without allowing for 
the carriage. Now it must not for a moment 
be thought that we say the cheap stone referred 
to is bad because it is of foreign production. 
We have occasion to know that superior kinds 
often find their way here. Neither have we 
formulated any special theory on the subject 
without having closely examined the matter. 
It is open to anybody to take a piece of the 
bad foreign granite referred to and flake off 
portions of the same with the point of a pocket- 
knife. In addition to this, the semi-earthy 
appearance characteristic of bad granite is 
quite manifest in too many instances. Good 
granite, no matter of what colour, should be 
bright, clear, and thoroughly crystalline, and 
many specimens answering this description 
will be found amongst the Irish examples at 
Olympia. All true granites have, in a geological 
sense, originally been thoroughly crystalline, 
but several have been subsequently altered by 
various agents, and their original structure 
has thereby become more or less modified. It 
is the nature of this modification which forms 
soimportant an element in considering their 
durability. Sandstones and limestones are 
usually weathered only at and near the surface 
of the quarry, but the kind of alteration which 
granite has often undergone, frequently affects 
not only the surface blocks but the whole 
surrounding country to a great depth. Such 
granite may be easily quarried and cheaply 
worked, and, as we have before stated, it finds 
a ready sale in certain quarters. 

There is another reason why dressed English 
and Scotch granite cannot be more cheaply 





introduced into the London market, — very 


few quarries come down to the seashore. 
They are mostly on elevated tracts, some little 
distance inland, and the cost of carriage is 
thereby greatly increased. 

The exhibitors of Irish granite should know 
all these things, as they have a distinct bear- 
ing on the relations between themselves and 
the English, Scotch, and foreign market in 
London and elsewhere. The Exhibition is 
professedly instituted to increase trade with 
Ireland, and the natural resources of that 
country might be much more largely drawn 
upon in this direction than is now the case if 
they could successfully compete in the market. 
There isas much, if not more, granite in Ire- 
land than in either England, Wales, or Scot- 
land. In point of quality, the better kinds are 
as useful and durable as any in Great Britain, 
whilst they have, in addition, the enormous 
advantage of, in most instances, coming right 
down to the seashore, whereby the cost of 
carriage is greatly minimised. Everything 
seems favourable, as far as nature can provide, 
and there is a great field for enterprise in 
developing the material, shipping it to England, 
and entering into competition. Further than 
this, an export trade might profitably be 
carried on, especially with the United States. 
This is not mere speculation. Granite has for 
many years been sent from different parts of 
Scotland to America. The granite merchants 
of Aberdeen have especially exported consider- 
able quantities to that country. In 1880, for 
example, the exports in that direction amounted 
to 12,3437. In 1884 this was more than 
doubled, being 25,9301, and there is 
a steady increase every year. Seeing the 
difference in distance between Aberdeen and, 
say, Galway or Donegal to the United States, 
and the superior advantages the Irish districts 
named naturally have over Aberdeen in regard 
to position and carriage, if they were properly 
opened up and quarried in the modern style, 
surely the Irish, with their great connexion, 
could count on having a fair share of the 
patronage of their American friends. Again, 
Liverpool, Manchester, and other large cities 
in the north-west of England would be open to 
take more Irish granite than they now do, 
under altered circumstances. | 

The finest stand of granite, in regard to the 
finished article, at the Irish Exhibition, is un- 
questionably that of the Bessbrook Granite 
Company, Limited. A _ great variety is 
exhibited, including pillars, tablets, urns, 
bordering, tombstones, coping, incised work, 





&c. An object worthy of special mention is 
a large wall-tablet, supported by massive fine- 
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axed and polished blocks at the base. On 
either side of this monument are two small 
illars, and in the centre a flat polished slab of 
Hill of Fare red granite. A tombstone of a 
rich dark green colour is also shown, but this 
is not of true granite, it appearing on a super- 
ficial examination to be gabbro, an equally 
crystalline rock with granite, but formed of 
different minerals, This gabbro is exceedingly 
hard, difficult to work, but very handsome. 
The quarries of this company, which were 
opened about twenty years since, are situated 
at Bessbrook, about three miles from Newry, 
and produce three different kinds of stone, 
examples of each of which will be found in the 
exhibit. The first of these,—the one bearing 
the greatest repute,—is of a dark bluish-grey 
colour, speckled here and there with small but 
conspicuous white orthoclase felspar crystals, 
having a very fine ground mass of the three 
essential minerals. Small patches of black 
biotite mica are fairly abundant. Looked at 
from a few yards distant, it is of a homogeneous 
tint, and free from discolouration. Asa whole, 


the granite is remarkably like that from 1a 
Cairngall, near Peterhead, a variety much | |e 


prized by Aberdonians. The second kind shown 
is not unlike the grey Dalbeattie, of a medium 
grain. The third is lighter in colour, being 

culiar to the district ; it does not appear to 

as serviceable as the other two. Speaking 
generally, the granite of this company is found 
in small blocks, but we are informed that at 
the pone time there is a block lying in one 
of the quarries measuring 25 ft. by 4 ft. by 
3 ft. A ton of it contains 13 cubic feet. The 
Bessbrook quarries give employment to 1,250 
men, and the working of the material forms a 
staple industry in that part of Ireland. It 
would be more important still if a suitable red 
granite could be obtained in the locality. As 
will be observed from our remarks, the red 
granite here exhibited comes from Hill of 
Fare, near Banchory, Kincardineshire. 

Another stand of importance in the Exhi- 
bition is that of the Earl of Leitrim. It 
consists of a square space occupied by four 
polished granite obelisks,—one in each corner ; 
dressed and polished blocks of the same, and a 
variety of limestones being stacked in the 
centre. All come from Mulroy Bay, co. 
Donegal, and give good indications of being 
fine materials of construction. Of the obelisks, 
two are light grey and fine-grained ; the re- 
maining two being different shades of pink of a 
medium grain, the difference in tint being due 
to the variable occurrence of peroxide of iron 
in the orthoclase felspar. The darker pink is 
not unlike the Ross of Mull granite in 
structure, but is not quite so red. It is also 
very much like that from Gros Nez, Jersey. 
The grey are peculiar varieties, of a high 
specific gravity, and very suitable for engi- 
neering purposes. White orthoclase felspar 
forms quite half of the rock, black mica is 
very abundant, and quartz occurs in compara- 
tively small grains. 

The Mulroy Bay granite, we are informed, 
lies in solid masses at a low elevation, 
distant about 650 yards from a shipping 
point on the east side of the bay ; granite is 
also found on the west side. The obelisks 
exhibited are made from weathered blocks, and 
do not, therefore, do the material justice. 
Until recently the quarries have never been 
regularly worked, which is mainly due to the 
difficulties of transport that formerly existed, 
but which are now almost entirely overcome. 
In 1884, Lord Leitrim built a steamer, which is 
now trading regularly every week to Glasgow, 
calling at Portrush, and passing the shipping 
point referred to. He has also built four 
quays, and is about to make a fifth. By reason 
of the quarries being so near the coast, and in 
close proximity to the entrance of the bay, the 
material can be turned out at a very low cost. 

There is every prospect of the Mulroy 
granite being largely used when it becomes 
better known in the market, when doubtless 
it will create industry ina part of the country 
wary at present is barren and almost depopu- 

The Mayo Granite Company exhibits pink 
and grey stone from Blacksod Bay, in the 
western part of County Mayo. A few other 





examples of Irish granite are also shown, and 
testify to the magnificent polish which can be 
obtained on the refractory substance. 

Although we have confined our attention 
principally to the granite at the Exhibition, it 
may not be out of place to remark that a 
few limestones and marbles are also shown. 
Mr. ©. W. Harrison exhibits a richly-carved 
Celtic cross made of light blue limestone from 
Sheephouse Quarry, Drogheda. The bosses of 
the arms of the cross are emblematic of the 
four Evangelists, the centre being formed of 
the lamb and banner. It is a fine piece of 
workmanship. Mr. Richard Colles, of Kil- 
kenny, shows several large slabs of marble. 
Some are almost black, others are known as 
Victoria or Cork Red, and Green or Connemara 
marble. They all bear a high polish and are 
fossiliferous. 








THE SEVEN PERIODS OF CHURCH 
ARCHITECTURE. 


SHE appearance of a third edition of 
Ail) the Handbook tothe Seven Periods 
of English Church Architecture,* 
as they were formulated by our old 
and respected friend, the late Edmund Sharpe, 
carries the memory back pleasantly to the days 
when the comprehension and study of the 
styles of English Gothic architecture was the 
foremost object of the young architect ; and 
it is gratifying to find that the decided 
change of taste of late years in favour of other 
forms of architecture than those of Gothic has 
not superseded the demand for first-class 
works in illustration of that great style, the 
proper understanding of which must always 
remain one of the main objects with the archi- 
tectural student, even where his tastes and 
convictions do not lead him to aspire to the 
reproduction of the features of the style or 
styles in modern buildings. We observe that 
the title on the cover of the book and that on 
the title-page of the present addition do not 
correspond. The cover has the title we have 
placed above, “The Seven Periods of Church 
Architecture.” The title-page gives “The Seven 
Periods of English Architecture.” The latter is, 
on the whole, the better title. The other title 
seems to assume a point more than liable to 
dispute, viz., that the church architecture of 
the English Gothic period was a thing apart 
from its secular architecture ; an idea partially 
(at all events) adopted by the Gothic revivalists, 
but which may be said to be long ayo exploded. 
No doubt there is a certain defence for the 
cover title of the book in the fact that it deals 
exclusively with church architecture, and that 
all the examples are taken therefrom, and that 
the ecclesiastical buildings are infinitely the 
more numerous and important, and form the 
decisive landmarks of the styles or periods. 
Still, it is better to use the term “ English 
architecture,” and thus get rid of any apparent 
support to an unsound view of the subject. 
The nomenclature of periods invented and 
adopted by Sharpe, and in favour of which he 
was eloquent often in season and sometimes 
out of season, 2.¢., to hearers who could not 
by any means appreciate his enthusiasm or 
the grounds for it, was proposed as super- 
seding the earlier nomenclature of Rickman, 
who divided English architecture into the four 
periods styled by him Norman, Early English, 
Decorated, and Perpendicular. Sharpe’s divi- 
sion, it is scarcely necessary to remind any of 
our readers, was into seven periods, defined 
under the terms Saxon, Norman, Transitional, 
Lancet, Geometrical, Curvilinear, and Recti- 
linear. Regarding the study and accurate 
knowledge of English Gothic architecture 
as the great end of life, Sharpe naturally 
considered that a proper and logical no- 
menclature for it was a matter of no 
small importance. He claimed that his 
nomenclature had this logical continuity, that, 
with the exception of the terms “‘ Norman” 
and “ Transitional ” for his two earliest periods 
(for “Saxon” can hardly count),—terms 
which had a _ historical rather than an 
architectural signification,—it was all derived

from the treatment of the window openings or 
the manner in which they were filled up, 
“ Lancet” expressed the form of the window in 
Rickman’s Early English style; “Geometrical,” 
“ Curvilinear,” and “ Rectilinear ” the character. 
of the window tracery of the periods after 
window tracery came into existence ; and thus 
one of the most prominent, and perhaps the 
most directly characteristic feature of the 
style, was selected to determine the nomencla- 
ture of its various periods. In Rickman’s 
nomenclature the first two terms were 
also historical; the third vaguely referred 
to the extent of decoration used in the 
period, but not to its character ; the fourth 
referred to its architectural character. But 
Sharpe’s further charge against the Rickman 
nomenclature was that it was incomplete, in 
that it ignored the existence of a period in 
which the pointed arch took its rise and was 
largely employed, though without the most 
characteristic features of the Early English 
period, and also took no account of the strikin 

difference in regard to character and detail 
between what Rickman would have called 
Early Decorated and Late Decorated. Accord- 
ingly, he invented the term “ Transitional” 
period to meet the first case, and classified the 
Early and Late Decorated by the character- 
istics of their window tracery. 

It would have been, we fear, a great dis- 
appointment to Sharpe had he lived to discover 
that his nomenclature never came to be gener- 
ally adopted by the architectural world in its. 
entirety, though it may be said that his classi- 
fication has been actually adopted. The fate 
of his nomenclature illustrates the caprice 
with which definitions of this kind are 
adopted or rejected. The definition “ Transi- 
tional” has been generally adopted as fur- 
nishing a title for a phase of Gothic in 
which neither Romanesque nor pure Gothic 
had the pre-eminence; though it may 
be questioned after all whether a_ period: 
marked by a mixture of motifs, when one way 
of building was going out and another coming 
in, had any definite right to classification. The 
term seemed to supply a want, however ; and’ 
it may even be suspected that its adoption had’ 
some influence in leading the later Gothic 
revivalists towards a much more frequent 
employment of that mixed form of Gothic : 
Sharpe gave them a name for it, and it was no 
longer regarded as a nondescript style. His 
term “ Lancet ” has been only very partially 
adopted, and we seldom see it used now ; and 
although Rickman’s “Early English” was: 
distinctly awkward, as being vague in itself 
and also necessitating the occasional em- 
ployment of such siill more awkward 
phrases as “late Early English” and “ early 
Early English,” still it is not superseded, 
perhaps on account of a tacit feeling as 
to the incongruous associations connected with 
the term “Lancet.” “Geometrical,” on the 
other hand, has held its ground, and become 
generally adopted ; but “Curvilinear” is very 
little used, and “Rectilinear” hardly at all, 
Late Gothic being still generally spoken of as 
“Perpendicular.” In such a matter as nomen- 
clature, in fact, logical system has much less 
influence than convenience, common consent, 
and euphony ; and Sharpe’s “Curvilinear” and 
“ Rectilinear” had no such inherent suitability 
or euphony as to enable them to overset the 
previously suggested nomenclature ; nor is the 
matter one of great consequence, after all. 

Fortunately, however, the value of Sharpe’s 
book, of which we are now speaking, 
does not rest mainly on its system of 
nomenclature, but on its clear and sys- 
tematic presentation of the leading types 
and details of the successive phases of Gothic: 
architecture, with accurate dates, typical 
illustrations, and lists of the most important 
buildings representing each period. This in- 
formation is given so clearly and concisely, 
without a word wasted, that any reader may 
in a very short time obtain from the book a 
definite knowledge of the main characteristics 
of English Gothic architecture. The manner 
in which Sharpe treated the illustrations 1s 
characteristic. He did not give views 





buildings, or even elevations of whole build- 


‘ings, but selected the exterior and interior 
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pay of the design of a nave or choir, | 
as exhibiting in itself all the main ele- 
ments of the style of each period; and 
by giving, side by side or in succession, 
slevations of the same parts in buildings of 
different periods, he established at a glance a 
kind of comparative anatomy of the styles of 
the various epochs. The account of the 
various styles, thus illustrated, is accompanied 
and rendered more intelligible by skeleton-key 
elevations in outline, in which the various 
portions are labelled with the names of the 
different parts as generally used by architects 
and archeologists. This selection of the bay 
as the unit of the style, we may observe, falls 
in with a suggestion made by the Editor of this 
journal in a recent lecture at the Society of 
Arts, to the effect that the combination of 
arcade, triforium, and clearstory in the eleva- 
tion of the Gothic interior, adhered to in the 
main throughout all the periods of Gothic, 
constitutes a kind of architectural ‘‘ Order” in 
ihe same sense in which the column and 
entablature of the Classic style constitute an 
“Order,” and in which also the main divisions 
were always the same, whatever might be the 
variation in detail. 

Of the illustrations carried out on this prin- 
ciple, it is impossible to speak too highly. No 
illustrative writer on architecture was ever 
more exacting as to the quality of his illustra- 
tions than Sharpe ; and the series of geometrical 
elevations given at the end of the book, 
taken from Ely, Peterborough, Ripon, Lin- 
coln, Lichfield, and Winchester, engraved on 
steel with the greatest refinement from care- 
ful measured drawings made from the 
buildings themselves by Mr. Austin, are, per- 
haps, the best executed illustrations which 
were ever appended to an architectural work 
on so modest ascale. The new edition, we 
may add, is got up in a manner highly credit- 
able to the publishers, rendering it an orna- 
ment to an architectural library as well as a 
useful and intelligible manual, for general 
readers, of the characteristics of the various 
periods of English Gothic architecture, 








NOTES. 

Fama Grand Committee on Trade 
NGARAM are making steady progress with 
ied Wy the Railway and Canal Traffic 
| Bill. The rates clause was dealt 

with on the 22nd, when a declaration was 
made by the President of the Board of Trade 
as to the intention of the Government with 
regard to terminals. Sir W. Houldsworth had 
moved an amendment providing that the 
maximum rates submitted to the Board of 
Trade should include all terminals (except for 
loading, &c.), upon which Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach explained that the clause is not intended 
to authorise the railway companies to charge 
the existing maximum rates and terminal 
charges in addition. If the latter are con- 
ceded for the convenience of the com- 
panies in apportioning their receipts, the 
maximum rates at present authorised must 
be reduced, so that no additional impost is 
sanctioned. It will be seen that before 
the charges are legalised they will have 
to be submitted to Parliament in greater 
detail than heretofore ; and, if it is inevitable 
that terminals are to be recognised in future, it 
will be something to know their limit, for this 
s always been a point of great uncertainty. 
The indefinite powers given under certain cir- 
cumstances in some of the old Railway Acts 
allow far too much latitude, of which full 
advantage has been taken in the past. Another 
useful amendment was carried, with a view to 
lessening the period which would otherwise 
elapse between the passing of the Act and its 
actual operation. It had been provided that 
lists of rates, &c., should be submitted to 
ae Board of Trade within twelve months, 
ut these, if not already _ prepared, 
could doubtless be ready in six months, 
Te is the time now fixed. On 
sat Sir B. Samuelson’s amendments to 
Clause 24 were considered. These were directed 








against the obligation imposed upon the Board 
of Trade (in cases where they failed to come to 


‘agreement with the railway companies), to’ 


prepare a classification and schedule of charges 
“equivalent on the whole to the existing 
maximums.” It was decided to leave the 
Board of Trade unfettered as to the revision of 
the schedules. The Committee have, however, 
wisely determined to reserve to themselves the 
power of giving directions to the Board as to 
what considerations are to be had regard to in 
revising the rates and charges. The Bill is 
being gone through very carefully at this stage, 
the Committee being evidently anxious to 
avoid coming to too hasty a decision on any 
vital point. 





HE Channel Tunnel “‘ Experimental Works” 
Bill, as it is adroitly called by its pro- 
moters, was condemned on Wednesday by a 
vote of about two to one against the second 
reading. The scheme is really a project for the 
glorification of Sir E. Watkin and the South- 
Eastern Railway, and it is not improbable that 
some portion of the opposition to it arises 
from the feeling of distrust and dislike which 
the member for Hythe has succeeded in 
inspiring in Parliament and in the public 
mind generally. Non talt auaxilio: we 
do not want Sir Edward Watkin to regu- 
late our locomotive relations with the Con- 
tinent. The strategical and political objec- 
tions to the tunnel are possibly over-rated ; 
they are not, however, to be lightly set aside, 
and our question is whether the advantages 
of the tunnel would counterbalance them. 
For passenger traffic we should imagine such 
a tunnel would offer little attraction, owing 
to the difficulty of securing efficient ventilation. 
Most people would rather suffer from sea- 
sickness than from asphyxia. The tunnel is 
possible enough as a matter of engineering, 
but we very much doubt its being worth 
the money, or its capability of being adequately 
ventilated, and our impression is that the vote 
in the House expressed the mind of the nation, 
and that the general common-sense of the 
people is opposed to the scheme. 


ORD THURLOW is to be thanked for 
having brought forward again in the House 
of Lords last week the desirability of eventually 
carrying through the Mall to Charing-cross, 
although his argument, from the case of opening 
Storey’s Gate into the park, that there would be 
no great increase of traffic along the Mall, is not 
sound. There can be no question that carry- 
ing through the Mall to Charing-cross would 
give rise to a continual stream of traffic along 
the Mall, such as does not exist now, and such 
as might in some degree interfere with the 
quiet of the Carlton-terrace houses. But the 
advantages in regard both to convenience and 
effect would far outway the disadvantages. 








Sa the Standing Committee on Law, the 
Home Secretary brought some common- 
sense to bear upon the subject of “‘ common 
employment” in the discussion of the Em- 
ployers’ Liability Bill. On the proposal of 
Mr. Broadhurst’s amendment to Clause 1, 
which was to do away with the plea that men 
were to be regarded as “in common employ- 
ment” in the case of accident from the careless- 
ness of a workman, the Home Secretary said,— 


‘At present an employer was liable for the 
results of accidents if he had not taken sufficient 
care in the selection of his svperintendents and 
managers, and if they were not competent and 
sober persons; but the amendment proposed to 
extend the liability over a much larger field. Sup- 
pose, in a case where 500 or 600 men were employed 
ina mine, the master gave the most stringent direc- 
tions that on no account were the safety-lamps to 
be opened. In spite of that a collier, to light his 
pipe, opened the lamp, and an explosion occurred. 
He would ask on what principle of justice were 
employers to be held liable in such a case for an act 
of negligence in direct defiance of orders, and 
which the employers had no possible means of pre- 
venting? (cheers). Such an extension of liability 
would be most unjust. It might be said that the 
iwnatter was of small moment, as the master could 
insure against such risks ; but he could not conceive 
any greater misfortune than to drive the employers 
into the hands.of the insurance companies.” 


Mr. Royden on the same head quoted a case 
where a body of colliers were warned not to use 
a certain cage, as the ropes were not strong 
enough. They persisted in doing so, and an 
accident was the result. In such a case the 





employer would be liable for the injury under 
the proposed amendment, which would be 
manifestly unjust. The amendment was 
rejected by 24 to 17: not as large a majority 
as it ought to have been. Such a piece of 
legislation would lead to the victimising of em- 
ployers, and would, as we have already said, tend 
to encourage rather than diminish the reckless- 
ness of workmen, which is one of their habitual 
faults. Courage and coolness over dangerous 
work are qualities to be desired and admired, 
but carelessness is folly; and, to the best of 
our knowledge, a large proportion of the acci- 
dents which happen to men in building opera- 
tions are the result of carelessness on the part 
of the men themselves. 





NCIDENTALLY, in the course of the 
inquiry by the Metropolitan Board of 
Works Royal Commission, Lord Herschell (as. 
was briefly mentioned in our summary of the 
evidence last week, p. 447, ante) has ex- 
pressed some important opinions on the law 
of frontages, explanatory of the judgment of 
the House of Lords in the De Vere-gardens 
case, of which his Lordship said he had a 
lively recollection, as it was before him when: 
he was Lord Chancellor. The subject was 
raised by evidence respecting Brixton - rise, 
where Mr. Hebb, as Superintending Architect 
pro tem. after the death of Mr. Vulliamy, 
made an award permitting two shops to be 
built within 16 ft. of the footpath, next to a 
mansion which stands 100 ft. back with a 
stable-yard gateway 50 ft. back. The shops 
are at the corner of Trent-road, and there is at. 
the other corner a new Roman Catholic Church 
50 ft. back from the footpath, while all the houses 
below are 100 ft. or more from it. Originally, 
on the making of Trent-road, plans were su 
mitted for building three houses with shops to 
front Trent-road down to the very footpath of 
Brixton-rise. It was on this proposal that the- 
Vestry of Lambeth asked Mr. Vulliamy, who 
was then living, to define the line of frontage ; 
and on this application the Solicitor made a 
report to the Board, in which he said,— 


‘¢Tn the majority of instances I do not think there- 
would be any practical difficulty in applying the 
judgment of the House of Lords in the De Vere-- 
gardens case, but the present case is very peculiar, 
as the houses flank to Brixton-hill, which is the 
main thoroughfare, and front to the Trent-road, 
which is a subsidiary thoroughfare. The case ia, 
therefore, the converse of the De Vere-gardens 
case, where the house in question undoubtedly 
fronted the Kensington High-street. I presume- 
that Mr. Vulliamy would have no hesitation in 
laying down a line of frontage in Brixton-hill 
which would practically decide this building to be - 
beyond the line in that important thoroughfare, but. 
as I read the De Vere-gardens case this would not 
be material, as the fronts of the houses are not in 
Brixton-bill, but in Trent-road.” 


Having quoted this opinion as part of the- 
Brixton-rise case before the Commission, 
Lord Herschell made the following com-- 
ment :— 


‘* Perhaps it is as well that I should say, to avoid» 
any misapprehension hereafter, that I do not think: 
that any such view is to be derived from the 
decision of the House of Lords in the De Vere- 
gardens case. I think if the judgment is carefully 
examined it will be found that more than one, if 
not all the Lords, who delivered judgment in that 
case, expressly pointed out that a house might be in 
more than one road, for the purpose of fixing the 
building line, and I do not think that any of them 
rested their judgment in the slightest degree on 
the fact as to its being the front of the house or the 
side of the house that was in De Vere-gardens,” 


Attention was called to the fact that in tho 
Brixton-rise case the plans had been changed 
and two shops had been erected with fronts to 
Brixton-rise and a flank to Trent-road. 


Lord Herschell said,—‘‘ I observe the change, but 
I should say most emphatically, in my view, it 
would make not the slightest difference whether it 
flanks or fronts. The building cannot come out 
beyond the row of houses in which it stands 
because it is the corner of a street, and fronts into 
a side street, and the flank only comes out. It 
would be, in fact, the most objectional form of 
projection you could conceive, probably.” 


It is gratifying to find on good authority 
that this is the legal], as it is certainly the 
common-sense, view of the matter.

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| ig is to be hoped that the rain of the last two | 

or three days in the London district has 
been so far general as to have come to the 
assistance of Liverpool, which up to the last 
accounts seems to have been, or to be, in 
serious dread of a water famine. The new supply 
from Vyrnwy would leave any such calamity 
out of the category of probabilities, but this 
supply cannot be available till next year. In 
the mean time, succeeding years of compara- 
tive drought have seriously impoverished the 
present resources of Liverpool, and on the 22nd 
the public were informed that the water 
supply would be restricted to six hours a 
day. The usual supply is, we believe, a 
constant or nearly constant one. The Cor- 
ge are under contract to send, under 

eavy penalties, a considerable quantity of 
“*compensation water” into water - courses 
around the district of Rivington reservoir, 
which is a heavy drain on their supplies, and 
the Rivington water engineer, Mr. Parry, 
suggested the opening of negotiations for tempo- 
rarily modifying this liability. Other means 
of economy suggested have been the use of the 
Mersey water (salt water) for baths, flushing 
sewers, and watering streets, and the prohibi- 
tion of the use of hose for gardens and window 
cleaning. Probably the weather will have 
come to the relief of Liverpool to some extent 
by this time, but the case was evidently 
looking very serious, and is a warning to large 
towns not to postpone the securing of ample 
water storage. 





J her correspondence which has been appear- 

ing in the Times in regard to the starving 
of the National Gallery by the Government is 
painful reading. The intimation given to the 
Trustees, in the first place by the mere will of 
an official, that after the voting of the money 
for the purchase of the Blenheim Raffaelle no 
more regular grants would be made for some 
years, appears to have been confirmed 
by the higher powers from mere indifference 
and regard to “continuity.” Meantime works 
which can never probably be secured again are 
passing out of the country to Germany and 
America. Thus in regard to ancient painting, 
as in regard to modern architecture, our Legis- 
lature traffics away for pounds, shillings, and 
pence the things that make the beauty and 
interest of life, and part of the glory of a 
nation. Anything for economy. 





HREE valuable collections were sold this 
week at Christie’s belonging to Lord Hard- 
wicke, Mr. William Lee, of Downside, Leather- 
head, and the late Lady Tite. The last-named 
comprised first editions, uncut, of Flaxman’s 
Compositions from Dante and the Greek Poets, 
and a charming set of children’s little books, 
with woodcuts. This set included the “ Curio- 
sities in the Tower” (1741), and, in their 
original coloured paper covers, Goldsmith’s 
“‘ History of Little Goody Two-Shoes ” (1768),* 
sold for two guineas ; the “Cries of London,” 
with Darton and Harvey’s “ Infants’ own 
Book,” in ten volumes (1800-5). Mr. Lee’s 
library was rich in works by J. Britton, R. W. 
Billing, W. B. Cooke, Owen Jones, Pugin and 
Le Keux, and Neale ; together with fine copies 
of Britton’s “ Architectural Antiquities ” (211., 
Dunthorne), Grose’s “ Antiquities” (3/. 12s.), 
Wilkinson’s ‘‘ Londina Illustrata” (3/. 10s.), 
S. C. Hall’s “ Baronial Halls of England” (1858), 
Turner’s “ Picturesque Views in England and 
Wales” (511., Graves), his “Southern Coast ” 
(47/. 5s., Agnew), and a set of the ninety-six 
engravings of his “ England and Wales” with 
the rare etching of the Straits of Dover, from 
the Mendel and Dillon collections, and Wor- 
num’s Turner Gallery (76/., Harvey), — all 
being early proofs, on India paper, folio size, 
sumptuously bound. The engravings from 
Lord Hardwicke’s seat at Wimpole, extended 
to 800 lots, embracing choice specimens by 
Callot, Woollett, Nanteuil, Vertue, Visscher, 
MacArdell, Sir R. Strange, the two Faithornes, 
Hollar, and Rembrandt. One of the Rem- 
brandts is a “second state” on India paper, of 
the etching, “ Christ healing the Sick,” known

to connoisseurs as the hundred-guilder piece, 
that being the price (8/.) for which the artist 
sold copies. It is believed that of the first 
impressions only eight copies have been pre- 
served,—two being in our own national collec- 
tion. Amongst Hollar’s works were the fol- 
lowing :—His etching (1648) of the Proclama- 
tion of Peace at Antwerp, with the Stadthuys 
for background ; the Cathedral of Antwerp 
(1649) ; the two long views of London as before 
and after the Fire, sold by John Overton, and 
dated 1666 (into the later picture a second 
reference No., “54,” is introduced, quite out 
of place, and the name of one of the City 
churches, ‘No. 19,” is not given,—it should 
be, surely, St. Mary Aldermary) ; two views 
of Henrycke’s Royal Exchange showing the 
sun-dial and lofty tower (1644), whereof 
the one, crowded with figures, of whom 
only two (gallants, no doubt) carry swords, 
bears R. Daynes’s dedication to Sir John 
Wollaston (elected Lord Mayor in 1643), 
with the note explaining that “the fourthe 
Walke. .. . could not bee heere conveniently 
exprest” ; New Palace Yard with the foun- 
tain, bell-tower, and north-western gate (1647) ; 
and two states of the uncommon “ Greenwich,” 
with the two ladies, one is masked, in the fore- 
ground ; and, on one of the two, the stanza 
‘““Behould, by Prospect, with what Art,” &c. 
(1637). To the left, on the hill, stands Green- 
wich Castle, which, with the Palace of 
Placentia, as seen from the river, is depicted 
in Wynegaarde’s long view of circa 1552. The 
castle was erected by Humphrey, duke of 
Gloucester, to whom Henry VI. made a grant 
from out of the royal demesne. On August 
10th, 1675, Flamstead laid, on its site, the first 
stone of the Royal Observatory. In the 
middle distance appears a Classic facade of 
what we take to be the Palace of Delight, 
built by the queens Anne of Denmark and 
Henrietta Maria, and the “House of Banquet” 
cited in the verses,—it is now part of the Royal 
Naval School.. Some trees nearly hide the 
remains of the older palace, said to date from 
temp. Edward I., teste Lysons, which was pulled 
down by order of Charles II. and rebuilt by 
Wren. Charles II.’s palace, as enlarged by the 
three blocks named after Queen Mary, King 
William, and Queen Anne, gave shelter, until 
the Act of 1865, to our disabled sailors. Also 
“ Charles II. at Dinner in St. George’s Hall” : 
if this be a view of the coronation banquet of 
April 23rd, 1661, in Westminster Hall, Hollar 
has drawn the interior very ill. The pictures 
from Wimpole will be sold this (Saturday) 
afternoon. 





HOSE interested in old London architec- 
ture should inspect the rooms at 180, New 
Bond-street, recently occupied by the late Mr. 
C. H. Cooke and Mr. Ralph Nevill. The 
house was evidently one of some importance, 
and is thought to have been that occupied by 
Lord Burlington before the erection of Bur- 
lington House. The rooms were occupied by 
the celebrated collector Mr. Sheepshanks, and 
the front room is represented in the well-known 
picture at South Kensington which shows him 
in the midst of his collection. The room, which 
is panelled, possesses a very elaborate and 
handsome, though somewhat heavy, plaster 
ceiling and cornice, the centre being occupied 
by an oval of Cupids among clouds ; there are 
three doors with elaborately-carved pediments, 
and cornices, and a carved mantelpiece with 
Caryatid supporters.

The work is the same 
in its nature at each pier, but is much more 
forward at the north pier at present; at the 
south pier only the work on the south side jg 
being at present proceeded with, as the cop. 
tractors are required to keep a clear water. 
way of 165 ft. between the caissons of the two 
piers, and therefore those at the south side of 
the north pier must be cleared away before those 
for the north side of the other pier can be 
placed in position. The system adopted is to 
sink a series of caissons, consisting of an iron 
skin strutted inside with timber bracing 
round the circumference of the pier site ; the 
outer walls of the pier are then built up and 
form a permanent caisson of masonry, which is 
filled up inside with concrete. The temporary 
caissons are lowered by screws, a system 
which was first employed in lowering the 
caissons for Blackfriars Bridge. We have 
already illustrated and given a general descri 
tion of the bridge (Builder, July 3, 1886), for 
which Mr. Wolfe Barry is the engineer, while 
the architectural design was by the late Sir 
Horace Jones. The waterway between the 
two piers is 200 ft., the two lifting leaves 
of the main bridye being, therefore, 100 ft, 
each in length ; these will be pivoted near the 
faces of the piers, and will have counterbalance 
weights fixed on their inner ends, which will 
descend into segmental openings in the body 
of the pier. The foundations beneath the 
river-bed are 195 ft. by 90 ft. over all, 
and are further extended by undercutting 
about 5 ft. beyond the bottom edge of the 
caissons, which are about 20 ft. below the bed 
of the river, the undercutting being carried 
down 7 ft. below this level. For further par- 
ticulars and illustration we may refer the 
reader to the Builder of the date above given. 





N a recent article on a certain exhibition, 

we expressed a kind of semi-comic horror at 
the artistic character of the ornamental cast- 
iron work exhibited by a well-known fim, 
while doing full justice to the general excel- 
lence of their work in a practical sense. It 
seems, however, that the firm in question are 4 
sacred institution, not to be profanely criticised 
in any department of their work ; and that 
thay have, moreover, enlightened ideas as to 
the functions of the Press. They have 
honoured us with an epistle in which, after 
lecturing us de haut en bas for presuming to 
dislike their notions of artistic ironwork, they 
intimate that we shall discover our mistake 
next time the publisher of this journal com- 
municates with them on the subject of advertise- 
ments. This impudent communication (which 
has been returned to the writers of it) throws 
an interesting light on the manner in which 
architectural journalism is regarded by some, 
at least, of the firms engaged in trades 
connected with building. How far this kind 
of “ca? me, ca’ thee” arrangement may be 
available in some quarters of journalism Wé 
cannot of course know. It is not long siné 
we received a letter from a man who had pro- 
jected a small building patent, and who asked 
to have a favourable notice of it in our columns, 
adding that he “should be happy to pay 
for it,” and on being pretty sharply rebuked 
for such an offer, replied, in a_ letter of 
abject ‘apology, to the effect that he did 0 
know it was wrong, as he “had paid for 4 
notice in another journal.” But that a firm 
holding a first-class position should seriously 
imagine that criticism on art-work in 0 
columns is written with one eye on the adverts 
ment columns, or that business done with the 
publisher entitles them to a favourable opimio” 
from us on their artistic design, argues 4 W4? 
of savoir faire and knowledge of the worl 
which is, to say the least, amusing. 
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LETTER FROM ATHENS. 


THE excavations in the Acropolis, which were 
pegun on @ regular plan in 1885, have been 
systematically carried on down to the present 
date. The ground as yet untouched is the 
space between the south wing of the Propyleza 
and about the middle of the south side of the 
Parthenon, also a second space between the 
north side of the Parthenon and the newly- 
discovered ‘“‘ancient temple of Athene.” 
Judging from the rate of past progress it may 
be assumed that in little more than a year the 
excavation of the whole Acropolis will be com- 
plete. The work has been throughout carried 
on on the following system :—Everywhere the 
workmen have dug right down to the living 
rock, which in some places near the south wall 
lies about 15 métres below the stylobate of the 
Parthenon; the space excavated is then filled 
ap to the presumable level of the time of 
Pericles. In accordance with this principle the 
terrace, which at that date occupied the space 
in front of the east portico of the Erechtheion, 
has been restored and divided off from the 
dower ground to the north and west of the 
temple by a new supporting wall. This terrace 
is now approached from the lower level by a 
flight of newly-erected steps, built to corre- 
spond with the ancient steps, of which traces 
can still be clearly made out at the north end 
of the Erechtheion. 

Something has also been done towards the 
classification of the fragments of every descrip- 
tion which hitherto have been scattered about 
in wild confusion. Those which seemed unim- 
portant are being piled together and set aside, 
while those of which any architectural or 
monumental value could be made out have been 
get in order near the buildings to which they 
respectively belong. With respect to the 
Erechtheion, this has been already done. Archi- 
tectural fragments, formerly covered with earth 
and overgrown with tangle, and in consequence 
inaccessible to the student, have been brought 
to light and set up to the north and west of the 
temple. The like measures are to be taken 
with respect to fragments of other buildings. 
Due care, however, will be taken that the 
Acropolis shall not lose its picturesque and 
ruinous air. Anything like a brand new and 
rigorously neat arrangement will be avoided ; 
the aim is simply to remove what is confusing, 
and make more accessible what is important. 

In the department of architecture, first in 
order of interest come certain fragments of 
the old Pelasgic fortifications, which have 
come to light on the south and east sides 
of the Acropolis. In the south-east corner the 
Pelasgic wall lay outside the later Cimonian 
fortification, and was to a considerable extent 
destroyed during its building. In process of 
excavating this corner the workmen came upon 
the remains of walls of very noteworthy con- 
struction. They lay close up to the building 
formerly known as the Chalkotheke. Two 
courses of these walls are intact. Hach course 
‘is built of blocks of Peirzus stone alternating 
regularly with portions of polygonal masonry. 
‘The upper course is superimposed on the lower, 
‘so that blocks of Peirzeus stone lie exactly over 
the portions of polygonal masonry, and, vice 
versa, polygonal masonry over Peirzeus blocks. 
A combination so systematic of block and 
polygonal masonry has been so far unknown. 
The building is probably older than the so-called 
‘Chalkotheke, and may probably have been a 
‘workshop. The conjecture is based on the fact 
that at this point of the Acropolis there have 
been found in exceptional quantities fragments 
of marble lying heaped together. 

Between the Parthenon and the Museum, 
close to the south wall, and at a great depth, 
‘walls of houses have been laid bare. The lower 
part of the walls is of quarried stone, the upper 
of brick. They must belong to the earliest 
settlements on the Acropolis, as they were 
found in the lowest layer of earth in which only 
objects (e.g. fragments of pottery) of very early 
date come to light. 

The excavations have also yielded many 
Scattered architectural fragments worthy of 
notice, e.g., fragments of cornices, tiles, 
astragaloi, &c., which at present it is im- 
possible to assign to any particular building. 
They serve, however, to show us that in pre- 
Persian. days there existed in the Acropolis a 
whole series of richly- decorated buildings. 
Many of the fragments bear distinct traces of 
colour. On account of their colour also special 
interest attaches to certain sculptures of 








Peirzeus stone, of which countless fragments 


}have been found, more particularly during the 


excavations on the south side of the Parthenon. 
The colour remaining in sculptures of Peirzus 
stone is fresher and altogether better preserved 
than that remaining on marble statues. Among 
these Peirzeus stone fragments may be noted a 
number which seem to belong to a colossal 
representation of some series of contests, 
probably the labours of Herakles ; especially we 
note two bearded heads, a male torso, and 
together with this a fish body (Herakles and 
Triton), a man’s leg belonging to the same 
group, the heads of a lion and a bull, parts of 
the bodies of both animals, countless fragments 
of snake bodies, &c. 

Finally, before leaving the Acropolis, we 
must note as of special interest to architects 
the discovery of a new fragment of the 
accounts relating to the building of the Erech- 
theion. The inscription, which Dr. Lélling 
dates at B.C. 407, contains a statement of the 
cost of certain works undertaken in connection 
with the upper part of the building. Mention 
is made of a pediment to the east and also 
one lying in the direction of the Pandroseion. 
As this last can only be towards the west, we 
have a new confirmation of the view that we 
have to look for the Pandroseion to the west 
of the Erechtheion. The inscription is published 
in the May number of the Aedriov. In 
leveling the ground near the Olympieion the 
workmen came on walls of Roman date, which 
had belonged to a bath. Part of the building 
was destroyed, but excavations set in hand by 
the Archeological Society brought to light 
some rooms of stately proportions, paved 
partly in mosaic, partly in marble. In one 
room the arrangement for heating is still 
preserved. The small pillars which sup- 
ported the pavement are built of circular 
tiles. A great part of the pipes for the 
water-supply have also been found. Un- 
fortunately so much has been destroyed that 
it is impossible to settle exactly the distribution 
and purport of the various chambers, or to fix 
precisely where the central heating furnace 
was. Later on, while at work in the same 


/place, the workmen found, near the peribolos 


wall, and not far from the Roman propylea, 
the drum of a column, with a diameter of about 
2.65 métres. This drum must have belonged 
to the original tempte built by Peisistratos. 

At Dionyso, near Marathon, presumably the 
ancient [karia, the American school have laid 
bare part of the sacred precinct of Dionysos and 
a portion of the peribolos wall; they have also 
found a. building, which an inscription states to 
be the Pythion. 

The report of the discovery of the Kabeiroi 
Sanctuary, near Thebes, is published by Dr. 
Doérpfeld, in the volume of the Athenian 
Mittheilungen just issued. The report is ac- 
companied by a ground plan of the interesting 
Kabeiroi temple. Three distinct periods in the 
building of the temple can be made out. Of 
the oldest structure belonging to the sixth and 
fifth century B.C. there is only one small 
portion remaining, a polygonal structure of 
calcareous stone, the foundations of which are 
in acurve. The plan of the two other later build- 
ings, one of Macedonian, the other of Roman 
date, can be clearly made out. The Macedonian 
temple consisted of a pronaos, pro-cella, main- 
cella, and behind these, and not directly acces- 
sible from them, a chamber for sacrifice. This 
back chamber had no roof, and was entered 
presumably by doors at the sides. In Roman 
times the temple was altered and rebuilt; the 
Romans abolished the pro-cella, so that the 
mgin building consisted only of a pronaos and 
cella. Of the back sacrifical chamber they 
seem only to have rebuilt the two side walls. 
In this chamber were two sacrificial trenches 
made of stone slabs: one of these when dis- 
covered was full to the marble with bones of 
animals. The Roman temple was of Doric 
style. The excavations of this Kabeiroi temple 
yielded rich results. Among the objects found 
may be named a vast quantity of bronze and 
lead figures of animals, also terra-cottas and 
vases. Special attention attaches to represen- 
tations and inscriptions which have reference 
to the cult of the Kabeiroi. 








Bricklayers’ Strike in Stockholm.—A 
general strike is now in progress among the 
bricklayers in Stockholm, the men demanding 
54d. per hour, with twelve hours’ work, instead of 
the present pay, 4d. perhour. Work has ceased 
on all public and on the larger private buildings. 





LANDSCAPES AT THE ROYAL 
ACADEMY. 


THE central place on the south wall of 
Gallery III., for some years past usually 
assigned to the principal work for the year of 
Sir John Millais, shows us this year a land- 
scape of that artist, in place of the more usual 
figure picture. The important landscapes of 
this great painter have been so few, compara- 
tively, in number, and each of such a marked 
and individual character, that they all hold a 
distinct place in the memory; and “ Murtly 
Moss, Perthshire” (292), is as remarkable as 
any that he has given us, and stands out as 
distinctly in character fromits companions. It 
suggests the revival of an old question as to the 
philosophy of landscape, whether its true 
object is to compose a scene from the materials 
given by nature, or to present a simple tran- 
script of nature. “ Murtly Moss’’ is absolutely 
innocent of composition. I[t is a view over a 
marshy foreground, such as the artist painted 
with such wonderful realism in “ Over the Hills 
and far away,’ with a belt of woodland 
making a horizontal line across the centre 
of the picture, beyond which is seen a 
range of low hills forming the distance of 
the scene. There is not the slightest attempt 
to mask the prominence of this horizontal 
belt which cuts the picture in two, and which 
on the old theory of landscape “composition ”’ 
would be a fatal blot on the work; but some- 
how this does not seem to interfere with one’s 
enjoyment of it. If the composition is un- 
sophisticated, the art shown in the representa- 
tion is of the most refined and delicate order. 
The treatment of the trees in the middle 
distance, with the warm and rich autumn tints 
partially veiled by a moist atmosphere, is one 
of the most remarkable instances we have seen 
of the faculty of indicating form and detail by 
broad brush work, in which, on close inspection, 
hardly any distinct detail can be made out, and 
yet which all falls into its place with perfect 
realism of effect when the painting is viewed 
asa whole. The realism of the foreground is 
as perfect as in its author’s former work just 
alluded to, but with a greater breadth of style. 
The only portion of the picture not quite satis- 
factory is the sky, which seems to want light. 
As a whole, the painting is one which shows a 
great deal of the characteristic breadth of style 
of the recent French school of landscape paint- 
ing (already, alas! dying out), with much more 
feeling for colour. 

Leaving aside for the moment the sea pieces, 
it is difficalt to select any other special work 
from thoge which can be named next to this. 
One of the most original and successful works 
of the year is undoubtedly Mr. Adrian Stokes’s 
“ Upland and Sky” (1024). Inferior in colour 
to Sir:John Millais’s work, this differs also 
in being emphatically a composition, what may 
be called a landscape idea. The rounded crest 
of a hill covers the greatest part of the canvas, 
leaving only a peep of distance over it in one 
corner (treated very finely); the rest is an 
expanse of cloudy and rainy sky; some cattle 
occupy the foreground, but the piece is 
essentially a landscape poem, the loneliness of 
— sky, as expressed in Jean Ingelow’s 

ine,— 

** An empty sky, a world of heather” ; 
not literally heather in this case, but the feeling 
and scope of the work are of the same kind as 
expressed in the poet’s line. It is a work 
which will be certainly remembered by those 
who can appreciate it. In the same room is a 
larg> landscape by Mr. Johnson, “ The Plains of 
Arundel ” (1005), which well deserves a more 
prominent place than that accorded to it. This 
belongs again to another category of landscape; 
actual scenery, or, as people say, a “ view,’’ 
treated and disposed so as to make a picture. 
The plain, with its broad meadows and winding 
stream, reminding one of Horace’s 
**Rura, que Liris quieta 
Mordet aqua,” 

ig seen from a rising foreground, the wooded 
hills and the castle filling up the distance. The 
remarkable quality in this painting is the sense 
of extended scale which is given, and the 
manner in which @ very great realism of effect is 
combined with a thoroughly broad and artist-like 
treatment. ‘We call attention to it especially 
because from the position in which it is hung it 
is very likely to be overlooked, and it is really 
one of the best landscapes in the exhibition. 
Mr. Johnson’s other picture, “Sir Galahad” 
(479), is an attempt, not unsuccessful, to 
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realise the landscape of romance; it is a forest 
glade of old, heavy, sombre trees, up which the 
knight is about to ride; above the trees is seen 
up the hill a castle, such as the knights of the 
“Faérie Queene” used to come on in their 
wanderings, and a great cloud sails over the hill. 
The feeling of an enchanted region is hardly 
realised ; no one has done this in landscape as 
Pocle did it; but it is a fine and thoughtfal 
work. 

Mr. Alfred Hunt’s picture “ Wings of the 
Wind” (730), should have been one of the first 
to be noticed, but the Academy, in their con- 
sistent. kindness to Mr. Hunt and his admirers, 
have hung it so that it cannot be properly seen, 
being a rather dark picture; the sky, a stormy 
sunset sky, looks fine, the lower portion we can 
make nothing of, but we suspect that this is the 
fault of its position. Mr. Vicat Cole has made 
a bid for success in a new style by his large 
heavy painting of “ The Pool of London” (350), 
which inevitably attracts attention by its size 
and position, but it is an eminently unsatis- 
factory painting; the clouds of smoke look like 
a solid mass pressing down on the shipping, and 
the whole is painfully deficient in light and in 
local colour; there is a kind of dingy coating 
all over it, unreal and oppressive to theeye. It 
may be said that this dinginess of everything is 
a characteristic of the real scene; but in spite 
of smoke and sewage, sun does shine on the 
lower Thames and is reflected from the water, 
and there is still an atmosphere, which there is 
not in the picture. 

Mr. David Murray, in his brilliant sketch, 
rather than picture, “All adown a Devon 
Valley ” (132), has realised a perfect glitter of 
sunshine and blossom, but the picture will not 
bear looking into; it is a happy and facile effect 
rather than a landscape in the true sense. Mr. 
Tom Lloyd’s * Spring, joyous Spring” (52), is 
possibly damaged by an unfavourable light; as 
it is, one asks, ‘‘ Where is the joy?” It is a 
charmingly composed pastoral, but Spring light 
and joy seem just what it is deficient in. It is 
a curious feature in contemporary landscape, 
that various clever painters, French and 
English, are to be found at present painting 
scenes lubelled ‘‘Spring’’ which are destitute 
of all appearance of the special qualities of life 
and brightness which are characteristic of 
Spring in nature herself. We have dull grey 
scenes under leaden skies (this latter quality is 
not to be charged against Mr. Lloyd’s picture 
under notice, however), which one would 
imagine to represent anything but the cha- 
racter of Spring, unless we were informed of it 
in the catalogue. 

Mr. MacWhirter is one of the painters who 
seldom misses light in his Jandscapes, and his 
‘ Birch-wood near the Sea” (20) is a very 
pretty specimen of the landscape of composi- 
tion, the distant sea framed between trunks of 
trees and the figure put in just in the right 
place. He gives us another view of Edin- 
burgh this year, ‘from St. Anthony’s Chapel ”’ 
(686), a fine and effective painting, in which the 
huddled-up crowd of houses on the flank of the 
hill up which High-street runs is rendered 
more effective from an apparently intentional 
ignoring or confusion of detail, but the view 
seems a good deal cooked up, the scale and 
height of the bridge across the valley between 
the old and new town being certainly 
exaggerated. 

Mr. H. W. B. Davis has, we should say, done 
better than this year; his principal work is 
** Approach to the Bealloch-na-ba, Applecross ” 
(114), a wild Highland landscape with a beauti- 
fully real gleam of light over the middle 
distance; but the finest part of this picture is 
the painting of the stag in the foreground, 
which is a masterpiece ; but then that is hardly 
landscape. “ The way to the Sanctuary ”’ (280), 
where a herd of deer are crossing one of those 
shallow brawling brown rivers characteristic of 
the country, brings the scent of Scotch air to 
us. In acertain degree, Mr. Peter Graham, in 
the same room, makes us realise the charac- 
teristics of a special locality in his painting of 
‘“‘A Norfolk River,” a grey sluggish stream 
bardly flowing through a flat landscape; the 
river is very real, but did Mr. Graham ever see 
rushes and grasses by a Norfolk river of such 
a crude arsenical n as he paints them ? 
We never did. Mr. Leader’s landscapes of this 
year will be less popular than some previous 
ones, in regard to style and subject, but to our 
thinking they are a distinct advance on 
any of his previous work, broader in 
style, less hard, less conventionally “ pretty” ; 


“A Summer’s Day” (638) is a very fine 
landscape, with a far truer perception 
of the colour of nature than used to be offered 
in this artist’s hard and mannered productions 
of former years. His other works “ An old 
English Homestead” (408) and “ The Sands 
of Aberdovey ”’ (421) contain also some admir- 
able work. A landscape which challenges 
attention from its bold attempt at a peculiar 
effect of sunlight, as well as from the fact that 
its author is not generally regarded as a land- 
scape painter, is Mr. Wells’s ‘“‘ Holmbury Hill” 
(553) ; this is a taking picture, no doubt, but it 
seems to us, we confess, more of a clever 
scenic effect than a translation of nature. So 
also, in another direction, is the “‘ tremendous” 
gloom in a mountain scene (994), by Mr. T. 
Farquharson, certainly more dramatic than real. 
Among landscapes which are worth attention 
may be named ‘The Rough Road” (568), by 
Mr. Clayton Adams, and ‘‘ The Warren” (944), 
by the late J. W. Oakes. 

Turning to the sea-pieces, which form an 
important though not very numerous por- 


tion of this year’s exhibition, there is 
no question that Mr. Moore’s “ Nearing 
the Needles; Return of Fine Weather 


after a Gale” (62) is the finest work of this 
class ; indeed, we have already expressed the 
opinion that it is the finest work of the year. 
We look from the sea to the distant island, the 
sea being still dark under the storm which is 
behind us, and the waves travelling with that 
weight and swing which Mr. Moore has 
learned to convey as no other sea-painter 
conveys it, while the distant land is all dashed 
with sunlight. This is a grand work, and 
illustrates to perfection one view, at all events, 
of the sea. It is noticeable that there are 
several marine painters of great power among 
us at present, each of whom bas his own view 
of what the sea islike. Mr. Hook has elaborated 
a wonderfully real representation of sea-water 
under ordinary weather, the special character 
of which is that it can hardly be said to be of 
any describable colour; it is broken and mottled 
and flecked with tints arising from various 
circumstances of the water and the atmo- 
sphere, in rather breezy weather, for Mr. Hook, 
as far as we remember, scarcely ever paints still 
weather. Latterly, however, he has preferred to 
paint scenes in which the interest is divided 
between sea and shore; all his works this year 
are of that description, the two best being 
‘Low Tide Gleanings’ (32), and ‘‘ The Feast 
of the Osprey” (160), the latter of which 
illustrates remarkably his power of giving an 
impression of salt-sea air, which perhaps no 
other painter does so effectually. In this class 
of sea-and-shore piece he has a clever imitator 
this year in Mr. T. C. S. Benham, whose coast 
view “Out of his Element” (1089) is a very 
clever work, if it were not too palpably a 
mimicry of the manner of the older painter. 
Then there is Mr. Shaw, who for his part has 
come to the conclusion that the sea is green, a 
green with a good deal of yellow in it, verging 
towards what is called sage-green, and he 
treats it in a most vivid manner from this 
point of view in ‘‘Tide Race, Bolt Tail” 
(202), where the splash of foam in the fore- 
ground, with the light half seen through it, is 
almost illusory in its reality. But then Mr. 
Shaw sees only this one colour in the sea, just 
as Mr. Fraser again, one of the best of the 
more recent sea-painters, sees it only as a cold 
blueish grey, with a white network of foam on 
it, which he has represented admirably in his 
*Cullercoats Fisherman’’ (755), and moreover 
Mr. Fraser knows how to handle his shipping, 
and how to seat them, so to speak, in the water; 
which some eminent sea-painters of the 
day, among others Mr. Moore, most certainly 
do not. It can hardly be said, however, that we 
have a single sea-painter who attempts to paint 
the sea in all its various aspects, as Mr. Hunt 
paints the land ; Mr. Moore comes nearest to it, 
but even he is more or less restricted in his range, 
and the rest take mostly one single condition of 
the sea, the representation of which they have 
mastered, and play variations on that; and 
however ably and delightfully this may be 
done, the painting of one effect can hardly 
entitle any one to be called a great painter. 
Mr. Brett has mostly only two aspects of the 
sea, that of calm under bright sunshine, and of 
rough swinging water darkened by cloud. His 
smaller work this year, ‘‘ A Heavy Squall off the 
Start Lighthouse ’’ (833), is a powerful painting 





of the latter type, in which he seems to us, how- 
ever, to have rather overdone the purple on

the coast; the whole picture seems a little too 
warm in tone, but the sea is very powerfully 
given. His larger work in Gallery IV., “Th, 
Earth’s Shadow on the Sky,—the Rising of the 
Dusk” (386), is, however, a very unusual work: jt 
representsacalm sea seen from the shore at dusk 
the small waves creaming on the shore with that, 
lcok of being crumpled or folded over which 
one sees in the action of the waves under thege 
circumstances, and which Mr: Brett was per. 
haps the first painter to notice and realige. 
The sea here is partly hidden by the rising of 
a thick mist apparently from the water, on and 
amid which the craft seem to float in the air 
like ghosts. The effect is remarkable, but ig i 
quite true as a sea effect? We often see ap 
evening mist playing these illusions over land 
and rivers, but we do not remember to haye 
seen the effect in so marked a degree over an 
estuary of the sea, but perhaps Mr. Brett has; 
at all events, his picture suggests new things 
to observe in nature, and that is one object 
in art, 

In regard to their total number, the sem 
paintings of the Academy show a much larger 
proportion of high-class work than the land- 
scapes. The sea is probably a much more 
difficult problem to the painter, and only those 
take to it who are led by a passion for it, and 
the possession of a certain special capacity for 
painting it. One wishes sometimes that people 
would be equally reserved or diffident about 
landscape-painting. 








ROYAL INSTITUTE OF BRITISH 
ARCHITECTS: 
PRESENTATION OF THE ROYAL GOLD MEDAL, 


THE thirteenth and concluding meeting of 
this Institute for the Session 1887-88 was held 
at No. 9, Conduit-street, on Monday evening, 
Mr. Alfred Waterhouse, R.A., President, in the 
chair. 

The President. 


Mr. J. Macvicar Anderson, Hon. Sec., ad- 
dressing the meeting, said,— Gentlemen, I 
am quite sure you will all concur with me in 
rejoicing to see in the chair to-night our Presi» 
dent (applause). After an absence, which has 
been rendered partly necessary on the score of 
health, it is a matter of great satisfaction I am 
sure to you all, as it is to me personally, to see 
him looking the very picture of health (cheers), 

The President.—Perhaps you wili allow me, 
gentlemen and colleagues, to take this oppor- 
tunity, as it is the first which has pre- 
sented itself, of thanking you, as I do 
most cordially, for having done me the high 
honour of electing me to be President of this 
Institute for the succeeding year, or at any 
rate for that portiun of it which will elapse 
before the new Charter comes into operation, 
when I[ suppose all of us will go out. I assure 
you that to sit in this chair, wearing this 
badge,* is in my opinion the highest honour 
that an architect can aspire to. My sense 
of general unfitness for so high and dig- 
nified a position (cries of ‘“No’’), coupled 
with the fact that my health has not been 
quite so good as it used to be, would have 
induced me to decline allowing my name to be 
put in nomination for the Presidency had it. 
not been for the insistance of those who were, 
I thought, the best judges of what was pro- 
per on the occasion. Finding myself where I 
am by your courtesy and concurrence, I pro- 
mise todo my poor best to acquit myself as 
you would wish by striving to uphold the 
interests, honour, and dignity of the profession 
(applause). 

The Secretary (Mr. W. H. White) then read 
the minutes of the previous meeting, which 
were confirmed. 

The Secretary announced that a large number 
of donations of books and transactions of 
societies had been received, details of which 
would be given in the next number of the 
Journal of Proceedings. They had also received 
a few donations in money for the Library. Votes 
of thanks were passed to the several doners. ,

The Royal Gold Medal. 


Mr. Anderson said he had to announce with 
‘great regret that Baron von Hansen was unable 
to be present that evening, but he was pleased 
to say that the Chevalier de Krapf, from the 
Austrian Embassy, had attended to receive the 
Gold Medal on his behalf. They had, however, 
received the following letter from Baron von 
Hansen :— 


**To the Royal Institute of British Architects. 

‘You were so good as to inform me, in your letter of the 
15th May, that her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain 
has been graciously pleased to appro’ of the proposal, as 
honouring as it is personally agreeable, to designate me as 
the recipient of the Royal Gold Medal for the Promotion ef 
Architecture. To the rare distinction thus conferred upon 
me by favour of so famous a corporation is added the gift 
from her Majesty in which the distinction is embodied, 
namely, the Gold Medal. I should require to have spent 
the whole of my long life, not as an architect, but asa 
writer, in order to clothe in adequately-expressive words 
my deep sense of gratitude. Asa plain professional man, 
however, I can but offer to those who compose the Royal 
Institute of British Architects -~y most recent design, 
‘completed in the seventy-fifth year of my age, a design for 
‘the new museum at Athens, executed by authority of his 
Excellency the Prime Minister, M. Trikoupis. Both the 
osal to erect the building on the south 
side of the Acropolis were approved. I beg that this, my 
work, may be kindly accepted as a memorial of my gratitude 
for the great honour conferred upon me, At present, I am 
unfortunately too much occupied to be master of my own 
time. After the prorogation of our Parliament, the marble 
sculptures in the pediment of the principal portico are to 
be proceeded with, and my phn ied colleagues will doubt- 
dess consider it inadvisable that I should quit Vienna while 
this important work is inhand. This circumstance compels 
me, with heartfelt regret, to decline the honour of being 
present, on the evening of the 25th June, at the brilliant 
assembly of distinguished and renowned British architects.

always bright and gay, now concentrates in the 
line of this Ring the greater part of her 
attractions. Baron von Hansen is by birth a 
Dane. He studied in the Royal Academy of 
Arts at Copenhagen, where he obtained a 
Travelling Studentship which enabled him in 
1838 to visit Germany and Greece. At Athens 
he devoted himself with enthusiasm to the 
antique, and appears to have received his first 
commission in 1847, in that city; he was there 
subsequently employed on important works, 
due to the munificence of Baron Sina. Of 
these the chief was the Academy of Sciences, 
completed last year at a cost of 150,000/. The 
building is of Pentelic marble, and of the Ionic 
order, decorated in polychrome after the antique 
manner. It consists of a central block with 
two wings, connected by corridors, the whole 
enclosing a forecourt, in which are two lofty 
detached columns carrying statues of Apollo 
and Athene. It is a monument combining 
great dignity with delicacy of detail 
Although Professor Hansen had long ago 
left the capital of Greece for that of 
Austria, be was only last year summoned to 
Athens, once more to advise the Greek Prime 
Minister on what is likely, on its completion, to 
prove one of the most interesting buildings in 
the world, since it is to contain the works of 
art found on the Acropolis, at the foot of which 
it is to stand. He has within the last few 
months submitted his completed design for this 
museum, photographs of which he has kindly 
presented to the Institute. We all sincerely trust 
its author may be spared to see the realisation 
of his splendid design (applause). But it is in 
Vienna where we must look for the grandest 
monuments of his genius and skill. Among them 
all the Houses of Parliament will no doubt take 
the highest place. Unfortunately, I have not 
visited Vienna since 1871, and that was before 
their erection; I am, however, able to recall to 
your remembrance what was recently said of 
them in this room. It is stated in our “ Trans- 
actions ”’ for the current year that the Houses of 
Parliament form, perhaps, the most beautiful 
group of allthe modern buildings of Vienna, not 
to say the most satisfactory example in Europe 
of modern work in the Greek style. The build- 
ing occupies a rectangular site about 500 ft. 
by 350 ft. In its centre is a grand hall 
135 ft. by 75 ft. The two Houses, of Peers 
and Representatives, are both semicircular in 
plan. The decorations, externally of Istrian 
marble, display great wealth of coloured marbles 
and sculptures within, and these have been used 
with lavish expenditure, though at the same 
time with great refinement. Of Baron von 
Hansen’s other great works in Vienna, I 
will mention the Imperial Academy of Fine 
Arts, Renaissance in style, but Greek in form 
and motive, erected in 1876; the Bourse, 
finished in 1875, at a cost of 300,0001., in style 
like the preceding; and the Palace of the 
Archduke William. These great works bear 
witness to the Baron’s eminence as an architect, 
and afford us an opportunity of offering him 
this mark of admiration and respect, while 
what Mr. Cates has told us of the affection 
shown by his pupils is a proof of the esteem in 
which he is held as a man (hear, hear). I feel, 
therefore, gentlemen, you will all agree with 
me that her Majesty’s Gold Medal will go 
this year to a worthy recipient, one to 
whom we should have given a most cordial 
reception had not his years and most im- 
portant engagements prevented our having 
the gratification of seeing him in our midst this 
evening (applause). In his unavoidable absence I 
turn to the Chevalier de Krapf, who is attached 
to the Austro-Hungarian Embassy in London, 
and who has attended here this evening, to 
receive the medal on Baron von Hansen’s 
behalf. I beg you, Sir, to have the goodness to 
transmit this proof of the esteem in which he is 
held by his English confréres, to express to him 
at the same time the admiration felt here for 
the elevated character and refinement of his 
works, and our prayer that he may live for 
many years to add to the beauty and fame of 
Vienna and of that other and older city of his 
earlier adoption,—dear to the heart of every 
artist. If one thing more than any other could 
remove a natural feeling of uneasiness in the 
artist’s mind at a modern building approaching 
the foot of the Acropolis, it would be the fact of 
its having been designed by and confided to the 
care of our Royal Gold Medallist, von Hansen 
(applause). 

The Chevalier de Krapf, Imperial and Royal 
Austro-Hungarian Consul-General in London, 





on rising to receive the Medal on behalf of 
Baron von Hansen, was loudly applauded. He 
said: I am very proud to stand here to 
respond on behalf of Baron von Hansen for the 
great honour you have done him. However, I 
would have preferred that somebody else had 
been chosen for this honour, as you would have 
been spared the trial of having to listen to a 
foreigner, who is not acquainted with the 
English language. Now, gentlemen, I shall 
request you to permit me to read a letter which 
Baron von Hansen wrote to me, and of which I 
have managed to make a translation. Unless 
you prefer to have it read in German, perhaps 
your Hon. Secretary will be kind enough to 
read the translation, as his pronunciation is 
no doubt better than mine. 

The Hon. Secretary, Mr. J. Macvicar Ander- 
son, then read the letter, as follows :— 

** Vienna, 20th June, 1888, 

Dear Sir,—Finding myself in rather a great dilemma, I 
am obliged to apply to your well-known courtesy in the 
following matter ~The Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects has done me the unmerited honour to bestow upon me 
in this year the Gold Medal granted annually by her 
Majesty the Queen. In consequence of this distinction 
I was invited to attend the meeting of this celebrated 


Institution on the 25th inst., in order to personally receive 
her Majesty’s gracious gift. This is, however, quite im- 


— for me, as I am just now, during the Parliamentary 
olidays, occupied in vinsion the Marmor statues in the 
front of the main portico, which could not be done earlier. 
You will allow me to point out that this distinction conveys 
honour not only to me, but also to the whole body of 
Austrian architects, and therefore I take the liberty of 
asking you, our Consul-General, to have the kindness to 
represent me on this occasion, and to receive for me the 
distinction granted to me. In consideration of the short 
space of time left to me since the notification by the Royal 
nstitute, I am compelled to defer the expression of my 
thanks till I shall have the honour to acknowledge the 
receipt of the Medal itself. ;

The Chevalier de Krapf (continuing) : You see, 
gentlemen, by that letter how much Baron von 
Hansen appreciates the great honour bestowed 
upon him. Unlike most foreign Governments, 
the British Government has no decorations, no 
“orders”? to give to foreigners ; however, you 
have this medal, which you give to foreign 
architects, and I consider this medal of just as 
great value as an “order” (hear, hear). . I look 
upon this medal just as I would look upon the 
Austrian Order of Merit, a military order given 
only for merit, and not given by the monarch, 
but by the members of the Order for dis- 
tinctions proved and well deserved. I conceive 
that the greatest distinction an architect can 
receive, not only in England, but throughout 
the world, is to be recognised for his merits 
and for his ability by this noble Royal 
Institute of Architects. Baron von Hansen con- 
siders this is an honour done not only 
to himself, but to the whole community of 
architects in Austria-Hungary. I echo that 
opinion. When I consider the immense build- 
ings you have in this country, the cathedrals, 
the public buildings, the many palaces and 
private buildings, and when I remember that 
they are, many of them, more or less the 
creations of the gentlemen here assembled, I 
can only say that to be recognised by them is 
the greatest honour a man can have, and is an 
honour even for the Austrian Empire, which is 
proud to call Baron von Hansen one of its 
citizens. I thank your President in his name, 
and in that of all the architects of Austria, 
and in that of the Austrian Empire, and in that 
of my Emperor, for this honour (applause). 


Presentation of Other Medals and Prizes. 


The distribution of the other medals and 
prizes was then proceeded with, and the fact 
that several of the successful competitors 
were absent and without representatives to 
receive their awards, notwithstanding that 
each prize-winner had been twice written to 
on the subject, called forth the remark from 
the hon. sec. that their absence did not show 
much appreciation of the awards,—a remark 
which elicited a hearty expression of the 
approval of the meeting.

A NEW FORM OFEDRAIN PIPE. 


Sir,—Amongst the many difficulties that we 
poor architects have daily to contend with in 
our practice, I think there are none more 
serious than drains! They present themselves 
in all our works, so we have always to face 
them, and when it is considered what terrible 
troubles may, and often do, arise from any 
defects in laying, I may be excused for calling 
the trouble a serious one; and yet this is one 
of the parts of our duty in which our personal 
superintendence is not only very limited, but 
may be said to be almost impossible, for how 
can an architect say that he knows the drains 
in any of his works are perfectly laid? He may 
have taken every possible precaution, he may 
have employed the best of materials and tried 
men, and yet, in spite of all this care, defects 
may exist, arising, as I venture to suggest, from 
requirements totally beyond the power of the 
architect to control. To secure a perfect drain 
it is necessary that all the joints should be 
absolutely sound; but men are required 
to lay drain-pipes often at the bottom of a 
deep trench in a position where they can 
neither see nor feel what they are doing. Is it 
wonderful if, under these circumstances, the 
joints of drain-pipes are often found to be 
defective, and that occasionally some lengths 
are found to be laid either flat or with a 
fall the wrong way? 

I beg to lay before your readers a new form 
of drain-pipe, which I venture to believe will 
obviate all these difficulties. Instead of the 
ordinary socket-jointed circular pipes, I use a 
culvert of an egg-shaped section, open all along 
the top, and with a rebated flange to receive 
covers. About the laying of these culverts 
and cementing the joints there is no difficulty 
of any kind, and when laid they can be 
inspected from end to end, each joint examined, 
and the uniformity of the fall tested to the 
utmost nicety. Should an imperfectly-laid 
culvert be detected it is easily taken out, and 
another put in its place (we all know the 
difficulty of getting out a defective socket- 
jointed pipe, and the bungling mess that ensues 
when this is necessary). When the culverts 
are found to be all well laid, and when the 
whole has been examined, the loose covers are 
laid in and pointed with cement, and then the 
whole floated over with Portland cement, as 
shown in sketches. It will be seen at a glance 
that a perfect drain has been made of the best 
possible section, and with the least possible 
trouble. If at any time a drain requires 
examination, it is at least as easy a thing to 
cut through the cement bed, and chip out a 
covering tile, as to cut a hole in a drain pipe, 
as we now have to do; but I maintain that the 
vast majority of our troubles arise from drains 
not having been laid properly in the first 
instance. If well laid to begin with, and 
flushed at intervals, I cannot see that a drain 
ought to require attention for many years. 

In the use of these culvert drains there is 
another very great advantage, viz., that they

can be laid at an early stage of the work, with 
the covers laid in loose and a board or two laid 
over to protect thera from damage: they thus 
answer the useful purpose of draining off all 
slop and rain during the progress of the 
building. When the right time comes,—just 
before completion,—the loose covers can be 
taken off, the drain examined, and any defects. 
made good, and then the whole sealed up. 

I have had these drains made im the ordinary 
glazed earthenware,—but I have also had some 
made in Portland cement, in which a surface as 
smooth as glass can be obtained. I have not 
used any of these cement drains yet, but ] 
should think that when the joints are neatly 
made, the aspect must be a most fascinating:

THE BOARD OF WORKS COMMISSION : 
FURTHER EVIDENCE.” 


THE Royal Commission of Inquiry into the 
working of the Metropolitan Board of Works 
has held another sitting since our last number 
was published. At this sitting, held on Tues- 
day last, the notorious Mr. Robertson turned 
up, and, appearing by counsel, said he wished 
to atone for his flight by giving any further 
evidence in his power. 

Lord Herschell, President of the Commis- 
sion, in reference to this said :—The Commis- 
sioners will consider hereafter the course they 
will take with regard to Mr. Robertson. All 
can say now is that he did not, when he was 
called here, make a full and true disclosure, 
and that he only offered to return and make 4 
disclosure after he saw that a disclosure had 
been made here without him. What course 
the Commissioners will take they will here- 
after determine. 

Continuing our résumé of those portions 
of the evidence likely to be of most interest 
to our readers from the point where we broke 
off last week, we will first of all refer to the 
evidence given by one or two members and ex- 
members of the Board. 

Mr. Jubal Webb, at present and for the last 
sixteen months a member of the Board, said he 
had been for sixteen or eighteen years a member 
of the Kensington Vestry. He had had dealings 
with the Board with regard to twosites,—one 1D 
High-street, Kensington, about twenty years 2g% 
and one at Peckham six yearsago. There wa® 
no more recent transaction of the kind. He 
came into contact with Goddard senior at 
Robertson in connexion with those transactions, 
in the ordinary course of business, but he had 
not paid either of them anything. In regard t0 
the Peckham site, however, Goddard bad sug- 
gested to him (witness) that he (Goddard) had 
a little spare money, and would be happy to take 
part in the Peckham speculation. Witnes® 
tendered for the land without any advice

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communication from Goddard, and it was not. 
not until a few months after his tender had 
heen accepted by the Board that Goddard 

roposed to him to put some money into the 
‘ob, That was the only transaction he had 
aver had with Goddard, and Goddard’s interest 
in that affair ceased when he (witness) became 
4 member of the Board, for on his election he 
at once gave Goddard notice to close the matter, 
as he thought it would be improper for any 
officer connected with the Board to be connected 
with himin business. He paid Goddard out by 

iving him 1,200/., which was about the amount 
which he put in. 

Mr. George Phillips, another member of the 
Board, said he purchased a site (lot No. 6) in 
the Clerkenwell-road from Mr. Statham Hobson. 
Robertson informed him, in answer to his 
inquiries, that Hobson would be willing to sell 
it for 2,200/. and 5 per cent. interest from the 
date of its purchase from the Board, which was 
practically what Hobson gave for it. He had 
never given Robertson a farthing in considera- 
tion of this or any other transaction, and had 
never had any pecuniary transaction with 
Goddard. Had never bought any other lands 
belonging to the Board, nor had he been 
interested in them in any way. 

Mr. William Boutcher said he was until 
lately a member of the Board. He ceased to 
be so only a short timeago. He was a member 
for about two years and a half, beginning in 
September, 1885. A year and a half before he 
became a member of the Board he tendered 
for a site belonging to the Board in Goulston- 
street. His tender was accepted, and he 
entered into a covenant with the Board to erect 
artisans’ dwellings on the site in question, but 
he obtained from the Board a concession to 
build shops on the ground-floor. The buildings 
were, by the terms of his agreement with the 
Board, to be erected and completed to the satis- 
faction of the Superintending Architect of the 
Board. At the time he became a member of 
the Board the buildings in question were not 
quite completed. He had not been interested 
in any other sites belonging to the Board since 
the one in Goulston-street, and had only had 
two other transactions in regard to Board sites, 
one of which, referring to a site in High-street, 
Kensington, dated back seventeen or eighteen 
years ago. The other transaction was in con- 
nexion with Newport Dwellings, eight or nine 
years ago. Witness had never had any deal- 
ings with Goddard at-all. He did not get 
Robertson’s assistance at all with regard to 
securing the site in Goulston-street, nor did 
Robertson assist him with the plans. He had 
never Owned any land which had been taken 
by the Board. Cross-examined by Mr. Studd, 
on behalf of the Inquiry Committee, witness 
said that Robertson asked him to send in the 
tender under seal to him (Robertson), but he 
(witness) sent it under seal direct to the 
Chairman of the Board, as he had no great 
confidence in Robertson, and he feared 
that his tender might be tampered with, 
or withheld from the chairman. Robert- 
son never made the slightest proposition that 
he (witness) should give himanything. Witness 
was an architect, but had not practised, except 
for himself or for any friend. Had not practised 
at all since he became a member of the Board. 
Had had nothing to do with any other Board 
site, except making some drawings or sketches 
for a site in Whitecross-street, on which it was 
proposed to erect some dwellings for coster- 
mongers. He made those drawings or sketches 
gratuitously, and for no consideration whatever, 
principally at the suggestion of Mr. Blashill, 
the Superintending Architect of the Board. 

Mr. William Glanfield, formerly a tenant of 
the “White Lion” public-house in Hemming’s- 
Tow, was called, and said that that house was 
among the properties acquired and pulled down 
by the Board for the purpose of making the 
new street known as Charing Cross-road. He 
afterwards became tenant under the Board of 
ree public- house in the neighbourhood 
nown as the ‘Crystal Palace.” Goddard 
rag arranged the compensation (5001.) for 
im when he left the “‘ White Lion.” He paid 
7 dard junior 20l. for “kindly suggesting to 
iat how to act in trying to get compensation.” 
ey he paid Goddard junior* 5/1. when

he (witness) became tenant of the “ Crystal 
Palace.” He paid 5/. a month rent for the 
“Crystal Palace.” (This house, it was sub- 
sequently explained, is known to the Excise as 
the ‘‘Monmouth Head.”) 

Mr. William Pett, builder, recalled, said he 
wished to correct his former evidence in some 
particulars. He had stated that he had paid 
Robertson for premises in York-street 6001., 
but he now found it was 8007. In regard to 
another matter, Robertson had a joint interest 
with witness in a plot of land, 21, Clerkenwell- 
road, but he (Robertson) had not received any- 
thing from witness in respect of that. He had 
not had any cash transactions with any other 
official of the Board, with the exception of one 
who was one of the executors of his father’s 
estate, and to whom he advanced money for 
the purpose of the estate. He had done 
work for his father for years. Asked by 
the Chairman to mention the name of the 
official in question, witness said it was Mr. 
John Driver. Questioned by Mr. Bosanquet, 
witness said that Mr. Driver, who was, he 
believed, in the Accountant’s Department of 
the Board, first introduced him to Robertson, 
but he never saw Mr. Driver about Robertson’s 
business after he began to deal with Robertson 
himself. Cross-examined by Mr. Studd, witness 
said he had never obtained materials from 
members or officials of the Board, but he had 
done some works in a small way for some other 
officials of the Board besides Robertson. Asked 
for the names of those officials, he mentioned 
Mr. Millwood, Mr. Thomas, and Mr. Maddox. 
Mr. Thomas was connected with the Dan- 
gerous Structures Department. The work 
witness did for Mr. Thomas amounted to about 
40l.,—two jobs, one coming to 361. odd, and the 
other to 3l. odd. Mr. Thomas had paid him in 
full by two cheques. For Mr. Maddox he did a 
small job amounting to 31. 4s. 11d., but had not 
been paid; in fact, he had never rendered an 
account. For Mr. Millwood he did work be- 
tween the years 1882 and 1886 amounting to 
561. 8s. 2$d., but had never been paid. More 
recently he did some further work for Mr. 
Millwood, amounting to 11l. 7s. 5d., for which 
he was paid by cheque. He never pressed Mr. 
Millwood for payment of the larger sum, and, 
indeed, voluntarily made him a present of it. 
Mr. Millwood had to examine the work done by 
witness for the first two years after he began 
to work for the Board; he began, he thought, 
in 1877. Mr. Walker examined the work 
after Mr. Millwood ceased to do so. “He 
wanted, of course, to keep in favour with 
Mr. Millwood.” (Mr. Freeman, one of the 
counsel representing the Board, here said 
that Mr. Millwood’s duties were taken over 
by Mr. Walker in July, 1883.) Witness had not 
done anything for Mr. Walker. Mr. Maddox 
had latterly directed him as to the work he had 
to do for the Board. In answer to further 
questions by the Chairman, witness said he had 
done a small job for Mr. Campion, another 
official of the Board, whose duty it was to check 
his (witness’s) quantities at the Board. The 
work he did for Mr. Campion only amounted to 
1l. 1438. 5d. He had never rendered the 
account. He also supplied some lead pipe to 
Mr. Fry, another official of the Board; that 
came to 1ls., for which amount Mr. Fry gave 
him a cheque. Cross-examined by Mr. Studd, 
witness said he had done some work for Mr. 
Driver at his private house, of which he made 
him a present “ for his kindness in recommend- 
ing him to do the Board’s work.” 

Mr. Matthew Goddard, called and sworn, 
was examined by Lord Herschell. He said he 
had been about eleven years in the employment 
of the Board, inthe Compensations branch of the 
Architect’s Department. That was the branch 
of which his father was the head. It was quite 
true that Mr. Glanfield had paid him the two 
sums of 201. and 5/. spoken of. They were 
“presents.” The witness, in answer to other 
questions, admitted that he had _ received 
numerous other sums from other tenants of 
public-houses in the possession of the Board. 
These sums ranged from 5l. to 1201. In one 
case he received ll. a week from a public- 
house tenant. He had also borrowed money 
from several of the Board’s tenants. Would 
not swear that no claimant for compensation 
had ever made him a present.

Mr. Haigh (Robertson’s solicitor), recalled, 
said he had no interest whatever in the trans- 
actions in which he acted for Robertson, beyond 
his professional charges. 

Mr. Alfred Millwood, a clerk in the Architect’s 
Department of the Board, said he had, through 
a cousin, tendered the money due by him to Mr. 
Pett, but it had been declined. Pett said there 
was ‘no occasion ” to pay it. 

Mr. George Campion, a clerk in the Account- 
ant’s Department of the Board, said he never 
had but the one small transaction referred to 
with Mr. Pett, who made him a cupboard for a. 
lavatory. Had asked for the account, but 
could not get it, and had no idea of the amount. 
of it (1l. 14s. 5d.) until he read it in Mr. Pett’s 
evidence. 

Mr. Alfred Maddox, an inspector of artisan’s 
dwellings under the Board, said that the only 
work Mr. Pett had done for him was that in 
restoring the water and gas supply to a house 
which he was occupying about seven years ago 
as caretaker for the Board. 

At the opening of the sitting of the Com- 
mission on Tuesday last, Mr. Meadows White, 
Q.C., representing the Board, said that in conse- 
quence of the evidence given by the witness 
Stimson, an auctioneer, with regard to sharing 
with officials of the Board the commissions on 
the sale and letting of Board properties, the 
Board had addressed a letter to all the 
auctioneers who had been engaged by the 
Board, inquiring whether any, and if any, what, 
douceur or gratuity had been given or promised 
to any person employed by the Board, and 
further inquiring to whom such payments (if 
any) had been promised or made. In reply to 
that letter a number of replies had been 
received, and these were now handed to Lord 
Herschell, who said that one or two persons 
who had sent replies had already received 
summonses to appear before the Commission to- 
give evidence. 

Mr. John Fleuret, of the firm of Fleuret & Co., 
said his firm had for the past fifteen years. 
made valuations of furniture, fixtures, and 
effects, mostly with reference to public-house 
properties. He had at times acted for claimants: 
against the Board. In the course of his 
business he learned that Goddard senior was 
in some shape or form in partnership with a 
builder named Powell in regard to the Black 
Horse, Kentish Town, a property in which the 
Board was interested. Witness had handed to 
Goddard a portion of the fees his firm received 
from the Board in respect of the sale of pro- 
perties, but had not allowed him any part of 
the fees they had received from claimants 
against the Board. The Board paid him his. 
fees at the rate of one-third less than those 
according to Ryde’s scale. 

Mr. Robert Furniss said he had been a. 
member of the Board for the past seventeen 
years. He had never had any transactions 
with Goddard. His (witness’s) son, who had 
been dead for the past four years, practised as 
an architect in Kentish Town. Did not know 
that his son had anything to do with the Black 
Horse, but knew that his son had been engaged 
against the Board in compensation cases. 

Mr. Charles Wilmot said he was interested in 
Terry’s Theatre. The suggestion that had been 
made to him that some one, other than Mr. 
Walter Emden, should be employed by him as 
architect, came from the late Mr. E. W. Godwin. 
The suggestion was that as Mr. Emden was in 
bad odour at the Board of Works, it would be: 
well to employ some architect-member of the: 
Board so as to smooth the way for the passage 
of the plans. He did not recollect whether the 
names of Mr. Saunders or Mr. Fowler were- 
mentioned. Mr. E. W. Godwin did not suggest 
that he himself should be employed. 

Mr. Robert Collier Driver said he was an 
auctioneer and land agent, and had known: 
Goddard senior for about thirty-five years. Did 
not know that Goddard had been for years re- 
ceiving large sums of money in connexion with. 
transactions relating to the Board’s property. 
Had been engaged for clients against the Board 
since 1860, and had done business for the Board: 
since 1870. Had never arranged to give God- 
dard any part of his fees, but he had twice given. 
Goddard “presents” of 105/., and once 100l. 
He could hardly call them ‘ Christmas boxes.’’ 
He did not expect any business from him in 
return. The first of these payments was in 
1882. Witness had had to conduct claims for 
parties against the Board in 118 cases, in which 
the compensations amounted to 656,0001. odd, 
and his fees in respect of those claims were 
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5,0951. He had also been concerned in compen- 
sations for the Board to the extent of 2,037,0001. ; 
that was for 115 cases, and his fees in respect 
of those compensations were 6,4711. He had 
also been concerned in sales for the Board to 
the extent of 100,0001., and his fees on those 
transactions amounted to 1,826/. 

Mr. Robert Reid, an auctioneer and valuer, 
said he had for the past four-and-twenty years 
acted for the Board, and he had occasionally 
acted for claimants against the Board. He 
had made a great many payments to Goddard 
senior on account of commissions received from 
the Board. He shared his commissions with 
«“G ddard because Goddard ‘‘ could have diverted 
the business from him.” He had paid Goddard 
about 15 per cent. of what he had received, or 
a total of 1,643/., spread over a period of 
eighteen years. 

Mr. Matthew Miles, another auctioneer and 

valuer, also deposed to payments of a similar 
- character made to Goddard. 
Mr. G. W. Haines, of the firm of Haines & Son, 
- auctioneers and valuers, also deposed to similar 
payments made to Goddard. He (witness) was 
concerned for Messrs. Spiers & Pond in con- 
-nexion with the Criterion Theatre, which had 
been condemned as unsafe by the Board, although 
no reasons for the condemnation weregiven. He 
-(witness) went to see Mr. Vulliamy, who re- 
ferred him to Mr. Hebb. He could get no 
information on the matter, and so he went to 
‘Goddard, who advised witness to see Mr. 
‘Saunders and Mr. Fowler,* architects, and 
then members of the Board. Mr. Fowler said 
che would be willing to advise in the matter, 
and that Mr. Saunders would do the same. 
Ultimately they were put into communication 
with Mr. Verity, Messrs. Spiers & Pond’s 
architect, and the plans subsequently paseed, 
afcer which witness paid Messrs. Saunders and 
Fowler one hundred guineas each. The under- 
standing was that they were to be paid “if 
they tock trouble.”

HIS interior, which is at present ex- 
| hibited in the Architectural Room at 
the Royal Academy, is both a fine pen 
drawing and a good example of the spacious 
church interiors designed by its author, Mr. 
Jas. Brooks. We cannot, however, refrain from 
expressing our regret that Mr. Brooks should 
give his support to the system of imitation 
wooden vaulting, as shown in this interior. If 
the limitation of funds and the conditions of 
the structure will not admit of the execution 
of a stone vault, it is surely far more in accord- 
ance with architectural truth and consistency to 
recugnise the fact, and adopt a timber roof in 
the form proper to timber construction. 








GARRICK THEATRE. 


Tuts theatre, which is being erected by Mr. 
W.S. Gilbert for Mr. John Hare, is situated in 
Charing Cross-road, at the end nearest t0 
Charing Cross. 

The theatre itself is isolated on three sides, 
and has a frontage of about 140 ft., which has 
been treated in the Classic style. It consists 
of four tiers,—pit, dress-circle, upper-boxes, and 
gallery, and will accommodate about 1,150 
persons. 

The construction is fireproof, similar to that 
adopted in Terry’s and the new Court theatres, 
and has been so arranged that there are no 
columns to impede the view. ; 

The whole of the interior decoration is carried 
out in the Italian Renaissance style. 

All the principal entrances are placed at the 
end furthest from Charing-cross. There 18 & 
large inner entrance-hall on the ground level, 
from which the dress-circle is entered, and on 
each side the staircases leading to the stalls 
are placed. Above this inner entrance-hall is 4 
large and lofty foyer, with a richly-decorated 
ceiling, and one side of the foyer opens on to &

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balcony, which extends over the principal front 
entrances. 

There are two separate exits to every part of 
the building, and the pit and gallery can be 
approached from St. Martin’s-lane. The 
passage-way round the theatre, which is from 
12 ft. to 14 ft. in width, will accommodate the 
whole of the public desirous of visiting the pit 
and gallery, and it is proposed to cover this 
with a glass awning. 

There are retiring-rooms for both ladies and 
gentlemen in every part of the house. 

The whole of the lighting will be by elec- 
“tricity, and it is proposed to introduce a new 
method of lighting the stage, so as to obviate 
the necessity of footlights, and also to do 
away with the sky-borders above, which are a 
‘constant source of danger. 

€ proscenium opening is 30 ft. in width, 
and the stage, which is about 40 ft. in depth, is 
cut off from the auditorium by a fireproof 
curtain. The whole of the stage is dominated 
by Sprinklers on the non-automatic system, 
while the front of the house is protected by 
hy drants. The whole of the auditorium is 
heated with hot water on the Canadian system, 
introduced into England by Mr. Cowan.

several large exhausts, which are on the Leslie 
Patent Self-acting system. 

The dressing-rooms are erected in an entirely 
separate block of buildings on the St. Martin’s- 
lane side of. the passage-way, and the stage is 
approached by a subway, which is cut off by an 
iron door. The stage is accommodated with 
double exits so as to further guard against 
danger to the employés in case of fire. 

The theatre is to be finished by the end of 
January, 1889, but the date of opening has not 
yet been decided upon. 

Mr. Walter Emden is the architect, Messrs. 
Peto Bros., the contractors, and Messrs. Stoner 
& Sons the quantity surveyors. The ironwork 
is being carried out by Messrs. M. T. Shaw & 
Co., and the decoration by Messrs. Heighway 
Bros. The hydrants and fire-extinguishing 
apparatus are under the special superintendence 
of Mr. George Harrison, Assoc. M. Inst. C.E., 
and Mr. S. H. Egan is the clerk of works.

WAREHOUSES, SOUTHWARK. 


Tus block of buildings is situated in Stoney- 
street and Park-street, Southwark. The 
premises are constructed to meet the require- 
ments of the Borough market trade, and consist 
of warehouses and offices over. 

The buildings are faced up to the height of 
the first floor with vitrified and glazed bricks, 
relieved with bands of stone. The upper part 
is built with best facing bricks and Portland 
stone dressings. 

The works have been carried out at two 
separate times, the first block being built by 
Messrs. Balaam Bros., and the second and 
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larger block by Mr. B. E. Nightingale.

PATENT OFFICE REPORT FOR 1887. 


AccorDING to the Comptroller - General’s 
Report for the year 1887, certain recommenda- 
tions, presumably adopted, have been made 
by the Departmental Committee of Inquiry, 
under Lord Herschell, who were appointed by 
the Board of Trade. These recommendations 
extend to,—(1) the establishment of a register 
of duly qualified patent agents; (2) the fixing 
a period, at present undefined by statute, within 
which any required amendments in an applica- 
tion, specification, or drawings shall be made, 
on penalty of forfeiture of the original date ; 
and (3) the repeal of so much of the Act of 
1883 (46 & 47 Vict., c. 57, under which the 
Patent Office is now administered) as provides 
for the giving notice to the applicants con- 
cerned when it happens that an application for 
a patent is found, upon examination, to com- 
prise the same invention as does one already 
deposited, but as yet unsealed; and for the 
refusal, under certain contingencies, to seal the 
later application. 

The total number of applications for the 
year was 18,051, as compared with 17,176 for 
the year 1886; of the latter, 53 per cent. have 
been proceeded with. The corresponding 
figures for designs are 25,734 and 23,717 re- 
spectively. Of the patents, 76 per cent. came 
from persons resident in the United Kingdom ; 
since 1885 foreign applications were received, 
apparently for the first time, from Roumania, 
Java, the Sandwich Islands, South Africa, the 
Seychelle Islands, West Africa, Formosa, 
Madeira, and West Australia. The number of 
readers in the Free Library during the twelve 
months exceeded 70,000, of whom nearly 
28,000 had profited by the new regulations 
whereunder the Library is kept open to all 
visitors until 10 p.m. Under the old Act of 
1852 the number of applications for patents 
increased steadily from 1,211 in that same 
year to 6,241 in 1882. They were 5,993 in 
1883, at the close of which year a new procedure 
came into force. The fresh method is chiefly 
marked by beneficial changes in the scale of fees, 
and the examination on the score of novelty and 
sufficiency into the subject matter of the in- 
vention. That branch of the work employs 
fifty-five examiners, possessed of more or less 
scientific acquirements, and costs a large sum 
of money. Evidence taken and published by 
the Committee demonstrates that by no means 
does a common agreement exist. outside as to 
the practical advantage or successful admini- 
stration of the scheme. 

Some figures contained in the Report go to 
show that a considerable tax is placed upon the 
authorities by a clause in the Act which enables 
applicants against whose claims official objec- 
tions are raised, to stipulate that they shall be 
heard in reply, either personally or by their 
agents. Of patent cases over 200, and of trade 
marks and designs cases, 2,888, were thus dealt 
with. From that total twenty-three patent 
appeals were made to the superior jurisdiction 
of the law officers of the Crown. 

The gross receipts on account of fees 
for patents (105,5991. 17s. 8d.), designs 
(4,885/. 15s.), and trade marks, shared in part 
with the Cutlers’ Company at Sheffield 
(8,463/. 7s. 4d.), together with sale of publica- 
tions (5,3601. 7s. 9d.) amount to 124,2791. 7s. 9d. 
A surplus remained of 42,7021. 2s. 5d., after 
payments made in respect of salaries 
47,1101. 4s. 4d.; pensions, 2,3041. ; stationery,

ALLEGED INFRINGEMENT. OF A 
PATENT FOR FIREPROOF 
CONSTRUCTION, 

TICKELPENNY UV. THE ARMY AND NAVY 
CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETY (LIMITED). 

THIS was an important action, tried in the 
Cuancery Division of the High Court of Justice on 
the 22nd inst., before Mr. Justice Kekewich. It is 
thus reported in the 7mes of the 23rd inst. 

The action was brought by Mr. W. J. Tickelpenny 
for an injunction and damages in respect of an 
alleged infringement by the defendants of his 
patent (No. 5,064, of 1884) for ‘‘ improvements in 
and connected with the construction and support of 
fireproof floors and ceilings,” by supporting the 
girders carrying the floor or ceiling by hollow iron 
columns, the sections or lengths of which the 
patentee connected by water-tight joints, such 
columns being open at the top, and kept filled with 
water, which might be supplied from a cistern or 
other suitable source, the object being to prevent 
any possibility of the burning of the main supports. 
The alleged infringement was that the defendants, 
in the construction of their buildings in Francis- 
street, Pimlico, supported the requisite girders 
carrying the floor with columns filled with water 
supplied as mentioned in the plaintiff’s patent, and 
with the object therein stated. The defence was 
that the practice claimed to be a patented improve- 
ment was known to architects and builders and 
others long before the date of the patent, and, as 
an instance, that the Marylebone Baths and Wash- 
houses had been so constructed more than thirty 
years ago ; also that the object and use of columns 


used in the defendants’ building was specially dis- | ® 


cussed in November, 1883, between their directors 
and their architects. The defendants also alleged 
that there was nothing in the plaintiff ’s specification 
which was the proper subject of a patent. 

Mr. Warmington, Q.C., and Mr. Dunham were 
for the plaintiff; and Mr. Barber, Q.C., and Mr. 
Hadley tor the defendants. 

Mr. Justice Kekewich, in delivering judgment, 
said that for the investigation of a patent it was 
essential to be informed what was generally known 
at the date of the patent respecting the subjects 
with which it was concerned, and for this reason his 
Lordship preferred that treatment of a patent 
action which commenced with a statement giving 
this information,—a statement of what was equally 
known to the patentee and the rest of the world, 
and which was conveniertly styled common know- 
ledge. He could well understand why that was not 
done in this case. Such a statement would have 
laid bear the frame of this patent, and would have 
shown it to be a skeleton or something even less 
substantial. The complaint in the present case 
was as to the columns only. It was obvious, and 
was established by the evidence, that hollow 
iron columns were well known and were used 
for the support of floors and ceilings. Was the 
use of them, when provided with a water supply, 
the subject-matter of a patent? His Lordship 
could understand a particular method of supplying 
water being patentable, and could understand the 
application of invention to removing some of the 
objections to water-filled columns, but what invention 
was there in using columns filled with water instead 
of air? The use might be new, but that was not 
necessarily the subject-matter of a patent, and in 
his opinion there was no novelty in taking a familiar 
hollow column and using it filled with water instead 
of air. This view was fatal to the plaintiff. His 
lordship then discussed the defence apart from that 
of no proper subject-matter, and stated that he had 
elicited by his question that there was common 
knowledge. The objection in respect of the prior 
use at Marylebone Baths had been substantiated by 
the evidence, but that as to plans having been 
submitted of the proposed building in Francis- 
street, before the date of the patent, showing the 
proposal to put in hollow columns filled with water, 
was not proved, though he did not say there was no 
evidence as to such intention. On the last objec- 
tion the defendants were not entitled tocosts, Sub- 
ject to this, the action would be dismissed with costs. 








Industrial Exhibition in Hamburg.— 
It has been decided to hold an industrial 
and artisan exhibition in Hamburg next year, 
from May till September, in order to demon- 
strate the progress made by the city in industry 
and craftsmanship of late years. A guarantee 
fund of 20,0001. has already been signed. 

Removal.—We are asked to mention that 
the old-established (1769) firm of Messrs. 
Heighway & Son, of Manchester, contractors 
for decorative work, marbles, mosaics, carton- 
pierre, &c., have removed their London house 
from 231, Oxford-street, to 43, Piccadilly-circus, 
where the firm will in future be known as 
Heighway, Kusel, & Depree.

LINOLEUM ON FLOORS. 


S1r,—In reference to the letter of ‘‘T. J.” in the 
Builder of the 23rd inst. [p. 453], I wish to inform 
you that some years ago | built a house with base- 
ments, putting in best 1 in. yellow flooring. I sold 
the house; about two years afterwards the pur- 
chaser wrote mea sharp letter to say he thought. 
that when he purchased the house he was buying 
one that was well built, but that now the floor of 
kitchen and passage was quite rotten. There was. 
very good ventilation under the floor. When f 
went over I found he had laid new oil-cloth on the 
kitchen-floor and in the passage, and in these places 
the floor was quite rotten and in holes, the oil-cloth 
had stuck to the boards as though it had been 
lued. I pointed out to him that under the stairs, 
at the bottom of dresser and cupboards, and in the 
breakfast room, where carpet was laid, the floor was. 
perfectly sound, thus proving that the oil-cloth was 
the cause of the rotting of the floor.

CHURCH-BUILDING NEWS. 


Edinburgh.—A portion of the new Episcopal 
church of St. James, which had been erected 
on a site at the northern extremity of Inverleith- 
row, has been opened for service. The design 
embraces a nave divided into five bays,—only 
three of which have been completed,—a chancel 
36 ft. long, with a tower at the south-east 
angle, 24 ft. square on plan, which contains an 
organ-chamber and sacristy on the ground 
floor, and a choir vestry over. The east window 
is of five lights, containing rich Flamboyant 
tracery, and the chancel is also lighted by two 
windows of two lightsonthenorth side. Along 
the whole length of the nave, on the south side, 
there is a flat-roofed aisle, the arches between 
it and the nave consisting of two orders, 
rising from clustered columns, having moulded 
bases and carved capitals. The roof of the 
nave is divided into bays by principal rafters 
with carved framing, the spaces between 
being plastered and decorated in colour, and 
the timber stained in a dark tint. The nave 
windows are of three lights, each with tracery 
of varied design. The tower, which is in 
tended to rise to the height of 110 ft., has been 
roofed in at the first stage. This church strikes 
us as being perhaps the most effective work of 
the architect, Dr. Rowand Anderson. The 
Earl of Hopetoun, Lord High Commissioner to 
the General Assembly of the Church of Scotland, 
which closed it annual session on Tuesday, at 
Edinburgh, has laid the foundation stone of 
a new Established church at Cluny Gardens, 
Braid- road. It is to consist of a nave, 
transepts, and chancel, 200 ft. by 170 ft., with 
clearstory, aisles, and tower, with spire rising 
to the height of 180 ft. When completed, the 
building will accommodate a congregation 
1,000. The designs have been prepared by 








Messrs. H. J. Blanc & Gordon, in the Early 
Decorated style of Gothic. | 
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Stanstead Montfichet.—The parish church of | 
St. Mary the Virgin, Stansted Montfichet, near 
Bishop’s Stortford, was re-opened on Tuesday, 
the 12th inst., after restoration under the super- 
intendence of Mr. Francis T. Dollman, archi- 
tect. The church was originally a Norman 
structure, the plan of which consisted of a 
western tower, nave without aisles, and chancel, 
with probably an apsidal termination at the 
east end. The tower was rebuilt by Sir Stephen 
Langham about 1692. The chancel (some 
remains of which are still in existence) was 
lengthened in the thirteenth century, and early 
in the fourteenth century a chantry or north 
aisle to the chancel, now known as_ the 
Lancaster Chapel, was built by Sir Roger de 
Lancaster, and the effigy, said to be that of 
the founder, was placed under an arched 
recess in the north wall of the chapel. About 
sixty or seventy years ago the north wall of 
the nave was removed and a north aisle 
added, when the church became a wide and 
featureless parallelogram of 41 ft. span, without 
arcade or division, and was covered by a 
depressed slated roof, under which was a 
plain elliptical ceiling. There were also 
north and west galleries, in the latter of 
which stood the organ. The cross-legged effigy 
had been removed about the year 1770 from its 
original position, and was placed under the 
easternmost arch on the north side of tke 
chancel. All these anomalous features have 
now entirely disappeared, the nave being now 
divided by an arcade into nave and north aisle, 
each having its separate roof. The walls have 
been externally faced with flint. The tracery 
and stonework has been re-used wherever 
practicable, and the three two-light windows 
on the south side of the chancel, all of them 
very good examples of the Decorated period, 
have been carefully re-worked. The interest- 
ing Norman archways on the north and south 
sides have also been carefully restored. The 
east window of the chancel is new. The new 
roofs are covered with Broseley tiles, and a new 
oaken porch, of the Essex type, has been added 
on the south side of the nave. ‘The font, which 
for many years previous to the recent restora- 
tion stood at the east end of the nave, is once 
more placed in its proper position at the west end. 
It is of simple but characteristic Norman work, 
co-eval with the first church, and its thorough 
restoration, with that of its cover, which was acci- 
dentally discovered in a hole in the tower during 
the progress of the works, has been the gift of 
Miss Luard, sister of the late Canon Luard, 
formerly vicar of Stansted. The new altar, with 
its cover and frontal, is the gift of the Hon. 
Mrs. W. Fullex Maitland, of Stansted Hall. 
The new pulpit, of Caen stone and marble, has 
been contributed by the parishioners, and stands 
on the south side of the nave westward of the 
chancel arch. A stained-glass window,. by 
Clayton & Bell, has been placed in the eastern- 
most window on the south side of the nave. 
This window is the gift »f Mrs. Luard, 
widow of Canon Luard, the former vicar, as a 
memorial to her husband. The nave is re-fitted 
with open seats of pitch-pine, and new seats for 
the choir and sedilia have been placed in the 
chancel. The flooring of the nave is Davidson’s 
patent wood-block systems. We are informed 
that the greatest care has throughout been 
taken by the architect to preserve and to re- 
instate, wherever possible, every fragment 
of the old work, and wherever they are 
not re-used the remains of the old church 
have been most carefully set aside for pre- 
servation. The large and stately, though archi- 
tecturally incongruous, seventeenth - century 
monument of Sir Thomas Middleton, on the 
south side of the chancel, remains intact, and 
the raised tomb of Lady Hester Salusbury, 
which till lately encumbered the east end of 
the chancel, is now transferred to the adjoin- 
ing Lancaster Chapel. The gravestones of 
Several who had a local celebrity, viz., Robert 
de Bokkyng, the first vicar of Stansted; Sir 
Stephen Langham, a great benefactor to 
Stansted and its parish church in the 
Seventeenth century; George Ray, of the 
ancient family of Thremhall Priory; Thomas 
Ray and his wife, née Dorothy Glasscock, 
with several others, remain in their original 
places of rest. Notwithstanding the removal 
of the two galleries, the re-arrangement of 
the Seats has provided for fully 500 wor- 
shippers. The work of restoration has been 
Carried out to the satisfaction of the architect 


by Messrs. Glasscock & S i ’ ’ 
Stortford. on, builders, of Bishop’s 





Stodmarsh.—The Church of St. Mary, Stod- 
marsh, a small agricultural village about four 
miles and a half north-east of Canterbury is 
about to be restored. The church is a plain, 
unpretending building about 70 ft. long and 
19 ft. wide, consisting of a nave and chancel 
without aisles or transepts, and dates from the 
thirteenth century, when the church was ap- 
propriated to the hospital of poor priests in 
Canterbury. This hospital was not dissolved 
until the seventeenth year of the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, when it was surrendered to 
the Queen, who gave the revenues to the city 
of Canterbury for the use of the poor. The 
parsonage and advowson of the church do not 
appear to have been included in the grant, for 
the advowson became the property of the Arch- 
deacon of Canterbury, who is now the patron 
of the benefice. A brass to the memory of 
William Barnevyle, who died in 1464, formerly 
in the church, but which is supposed to have 
been removed when the church was repewed, 
about thirty years ago, has been recovered, and 
will be refixed, but its original position must of 
course be a matter of conjecture. It is 
proposed to entirely rebuild the north wall of 
the nave, and to insert new windows in the 
same in imitation of the design of the window 
at the west end, which is of the Decorated 
period. The west end of the church, which is 
separated from the nave by a plastered parti- 
tion of the fifteenth century, will be thrown 
into the nave and seated. The centre of the 
nave will be repaved, and a new roof will be 
placed over the nave. The flint-work ex- 
ternally will be pointed and repaired, and a 
new window inserted at the west end. The 
cost of the alterations is estimated at 4001., 
towards which 2381. have been promised. The 
architects are Messrs. Cowell & Bromley, of 
the Precincts, Canterbury.

XXVI.—PILLARS. 


HERE are many forms of pillars which 
Sai, have not been treated in these articles, 
| but we have given equations for calcu- 
lating the strength of those in most general use. 
The theory of pillars is required in ascertain- 
ing the thickness of the webs of plate girders, 
as well as the calculation of the struts in lattice 
girders, and is also essential in determining the 
strength of struts in any braced structure; 
in fact, any member which is in compression is 
practically a pillar, and in parts liable to flexure. 
This fact must not be overlooked. 

In applying our theory to the design of struc- 
tures we shall not only acquire confidence in 
their strength, but shall often be able to modify 
the design with economical results. For 
instance, in the application of the theory of 
pillars, suppose we take a member of a struc- 
ture which is in compression, bearing in mind 
that a pillar fixed at the ends is three times 
stronger than when round or pointed: we can, 
by fixing the ends, effect a great saving in the 
section of the strut, whereas, by using pin- 
joints at the ends, we should require a maximum 
quantity of metal. 

There being many other circumstances to con- 
sider which will influence a design, the method 
of fixing the ‘struts may be dictated by con- 
siderations of greater importance, and outweigh- 
ing the advantage to be gained by reducing the 
struts. This is merely mentioned as a point not 
to be lost sight of, and to show what benefit 
may be derived from our knowledge. 

We have now dealt in a very brief manner 
with iron in its natural state, with its chemical 
composition, its characteristics, and with the 
principal forms in which it is usefal for struc- 
tural work. 

We have also touched lightly upon the theory 
and strength of many of the structures for 
which iron is specially adapted, and tried as 
far as possible within such narrow limits to 
give the student information which will pre- 
vent his making such serious errors as 
frequently occur in practice, and which we hope 
will give him the necessary impetus to pursue 
the subject further. 

Although the subjects treated in these articles 
are humerous, it must not be thought that the 
student has now learned all that is necessary. 
He has merely acquired that knowledge which 
will give him a general idea of the laws which 
govern the strength of structures, and he will 








find much in professional literature written 
upon subjects to which we have but devoted a 
few articles.

The kilns which are the subject of this invention 
are oblong in plan, with rounded angles and with 
internal sides sloping outwards. ire-bars are 
dispensed with, the air required to support com- 
bustion rising through brickwork gratings below..

8,266, Improved Brick or Building Block. 
W. D. Cliff and B. E. Peto. 


The brick or block which is the subject of this 
patent is mainly applicable to the construction of 
internal or partition walls, where a light fireproof 
partition is required, but may also be employed in 
the conatruction of exterior walls, to which weather- 
tiling can be nailed. With any suitable brick mate- 
rial a proportion of about one to three fourths of 
carbonaceous combustible material, such as breeze, 
sawdust, ashes, &c., is mixed, The compound is. 
then forced through the dies of the brick-making 
machine, and afterwards fired in the usual way.

Sale of the Bank Grove Estate, 
Kingston.— The Bank Grove estate, at 
Kingston, is about to be laid out for building 
purposes, and last week Messrs. E. & H. Lumley 
held a sale of the property, in a marquee erected 
on the estate. The estate covers an area of 
about twenty acres, which, for the purposes of 
the sale, had been divided into 46 lots. The 
sale commenced with the offer of the mansion, 
together with two acres of land adjoining. In 
submitting this lot the auctioneer observed that 
it was very suitable for an hotel or a club. 
The biddings commenced with an offer of 
3,000/., and 7,000/. having been reached without 
any further advance, it was bought in at 7,1001. 
The next three lots consisted of plots of land 
having frontages to Richmond-road and the river, 
and on which a!so stand a fountain, water-works, 
peach-house, vinery, and summer-honse. For 
these three lots 1,000/., 2,3001., and 3,4001. were 
respectively offered, but, these amounts being 
slightly below the reserve, the lots were with- 
drawn. Four lots, having frontages to the 
Tiver and a proposed new road, containing 
about half an acre each, were knocked down at 
3001. each; and for a corner plot, having a 
frontage to the river and a return frontage to 
Bank-lane, containing an area of upwards of 
half an acre, the hammer fell at 4501. Several 
plots, having frontages of 40 ft. to Richmond- 
road, with an average depth of 150 ft., were 
sold for 1301. each, and a larger plot, having 
also a frontage to Richmond-road, realised 2251. 
Of the remaining building plots, several were 
withdrawn, but after the sale many of them 
were said to have been disposed of by private 
contract, and the probability is that a consider- 


able portion of the estate will shortly be in the 
hands of the builder. 








Branch Bank of England, Fleet-street.. 


The new building for the Law Courts Branch of 
the Bank of England is now approaching com- 
pletion. It is only separated from the Law Courts 
by the narrow thoroughfare known as Bell- 
yard,—which, by the way, will be found to be 
considerably widened when the hoarding is re- 
moved. We gave a general description and a 
double-page view of the building (of which Mr. 
A. W. Blomfield, A.R.A., is the architect) in our 
number for May 21, 1887. Messrs. Dove Bros. 
are the general contractors. We have this week 
had an opportunity of seeing the asphalte flats 
to roofs of main and rear buildings. These 
roofs, with skirtings and external coverings to 
dormers, &c., have been laid by Claridge’s 
Patent Asphalte Company in the substantial 
and satisfactory manner which might be expected 
of a firm so well known for the quality of its 
material and the excellence of its workman- 
ship. The total area covered is about 2,400 
superficial feet. Fine gritted asphalte, { in. 
thick, is laid with the necessary falls on the 
breeze and Portland cement concrete which 
(supported by ironwork on Lindsays’s fire- 
proof system) forms the roofs, so that the 
construction is not only water-tight but fire- 
proof. Thesame remark applies to the ten or 
twelve dormers on the main roof, six of which 
are behind the front balustrade, two at the west 
end of the building, and the others behind. 
The only woodwork about these is in the 
window frames and sashes. The vertical sides 
and tops of the dormers are of iron and 
concrete construction (7 in. or 8 in. thick), 
and covered with asphalte. The asphalte for 
the sides of these dormers was, we understand, 
cast in slabs beforehand, and united to the 
concrete with Portland cement, and to the 
contiguous portions of the other asphalte work 
with its own material, so that the asphalte is 
continuous and homogeneous throughout, with 
a “ bull-nose” or half-round moulding running 
round the flat tops of the dormers, and along 
the edge of the main roof to the gutter. 
Between the dormers there are inclines from 
the main roof down to the gutter. The gutter 
is of lead, but could easily have been of the same 
material (asphalte) as the roof, but it had been 
put in before Claridge’s people commenced 
work. The skirtings and angle-fillets round 
chimneys, skylights, &c., are of asphalte. It 
had been intended to cover the sides of the 
dormers with lead, and to slate the inclines 
between them, leaving only the flat surfaces 
to be covered with aspalte. This would 
have made a somewhat composite affair 
of the roof. The manager of Claridge’s 
Asphalte Company having suggested to Mr. 
Blomfield that the whole work should be done 
in asphalte, and having guaranteed its efficiency 
and success, the original intention was aban- 
doned, and the company’s proposals were 
agreed to, the result being a roof possessing 
some novel and interesting points in con- 
struction, as will have been gathered from 
this brief description of it. 

Church Congress: Ecclesiastical Art 
Exhibition. — Definite arrangements have 
now been made for holding the Tenth Annual 
Ecclestastical Art Exhibition, a suitable building 
having been secured opposite the central station, 
Manchester. We are informed that many of 
the leading church furnishers, embroiderers, 
silversmiths, and glass-painters will be repre- 
sented, and that educational worksand appliances 
will also be included in the Exhibition. It is 
hoped that the clergy of the diocese and others 
possessing interesting objects suitable for the 
loan collection, will generously assist in making 
the exhibit of ecclesiastical art a representation 
worthy of the importance of such a city as 
Manchester. The loans will embrace gold- 
smiths’ and silversmiths’ work, ancient and 
modern, and ecclesiastical metal work in 
general, embroidery, needlework, tapestry, 
wood and ivory carving, ecclesiastical fur- 
niture, paintings, drawings, architectural de- 
signs for churches and schools, photographs, 
books, and MSS., and other objects of archzo- 
logical interest belonging to the churches of 
the diocese. The collection of disused com- 
munion plate is always a special feature of the 
Exhibition. It is anticipated that the Loan 
Collection will be unusually large and interest- 
ing, Mr. T. Gambier Parry and others having 
already promised valuable exhibits. Contributors

Sale of Building Land at Ipswich.—On 
Tuesday Messrs. Baker & Sons offered for sale, 
at the Great White Horse Inn, Ipswich, the 
first portion of the Chestnut Field Estate, 
belonging to the National Standard Land Com- 
pany. The estate, which is situated about a 
mile and a half on the east side of the town, is 
upwards of twenty acres in extent, and has been 
laid out for the erection of about 350 houses 
and shops. A numerous company left Liver- 
pool-street by special train to attend the sale, 
and on arriving at Ipswich they proceeded to 
inspect the estate. The portion of the estate 
submitted comprised sixty plots of freehold 
building land, possessing frontages to Felix- 
stowe, Orwell, Victoria, and other maim 
roads. Mr. Baker, in offering the property, 
said that Ipswich was the most thriving 
town in the LEastern Counties. Its trade 
in late years had largely increased, there being 
several large factories and foundries in the 
neighbourhood of the estate. In order to show 
the value of the property, he observed that Mr. 
Cobbold, the owner of an adjoining estate, was 
obtaining 1,000/. an acre for it. On the sale 
commencing there was an exceptionally active 
demand for the several plots, the whole of them 
being sold in little more than half an hour, some 
of the buyers taking six plots each and 
upwards. Most of the plots submitted have 
frontages of 15 ft. and depths of from 130 ft. 
to 150 ft., and these realised from 201. to 25l.. 
each, whilst some large plots having frontages 
of 23 ft. were sold for from 271.to 301. each. A 
tavern plot having a frontage of 45 ft. and a 
return frontage of 150 ft. was sold for 961. In 
response to a call from the company, the 
auctioneer offered some additional lots not 
included in the particulars, and these were also: 
readily sold. 


National Registration of Plumbers.— 
The monthly meeting of the District Council 
for Forfarshire, Perthshire, and Fifeshire of the- 
Worshipful Company of Plumbers, London, was 
held in the Town Hall, Dundee, on Saturday. 
Councillor Smart, architect, Perth, presided. 
A number of new applications were submitted 
to the Council, and remitted to the Registration 
Committee. A number of applicants were 
also nominated for registration. The Secretary 
reported that he had called on the Secretary 
of the Trades Council regarding the Baxter- 
Institute classes, and urged upon him the 
necessity of immediate action being taken, witlr 
a view of class or classes in connexion with the 
craft being arranged for the coming session. 
The Council tendered their thanks to Lord 
Provost Whittet, Perth,and Mr. J.J. Henderson, 
architect, Dundee, for their continued interest. 
in this movement, by presiding at the presenta- 
tion of certificates made at Perth and Dundee 
during the month.—Dundee Courier, 26th June,, 
1888. 


Manchester and Salford Noxious. 
Vapours Abatement Association. — At a 
meeting of the committee held on the 21st inst. 
at 100, King - street, Mr. Herbert Philips in 
the chair, the question of popularising the use- 
of gas stoves, cookers, &c., as a means of 
lessening the smoke nuisance, was again under- 
consideration, and it was resolved to approach 
the Gas Committee on the subject once more. 
It was determined to take steps for making 
known the extent of the action taken by the. 
Nuisance Committee against offenders under 
the Smoke By-laws and the penalties imposed 
by the magistrates. The secretary was autho- 
rised to arrange for excursions by firemen and 
others to see certain systems of smokeless firing 
of steam-boilers. It was determined to publish 
a tract on smoke prevention, explaining various 
efficient methods.—Manchester Courier. 


Buxton Hydropathic Establishment. 
Lately, Mr. H. R. P. Lomas, the proprietor 
of the Buxton Hydropathic Establishment 
(formerly known as Malvern House), has 
thoroughly overhauled the whole of the bathing: 
appliances, and has had workmen from London 
making alterations in the various departments 
—a new hot-water arrangement on a large 
scale having been substituted in place of those 
of old-fashioned construction. A new bath- 
house has been added to the establishment, 
having a complete system of baths for the wet. 
massage cure, one of the new methods of treat- 
ment introduced into England. The new bath 
is the invention of Mr. John Smeaton, of 
London, who was given by Mr. Lomas carte 
blanche to make his baths equal to anything in. 
this country. 
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The Oaks Estate in the Auction Mart. | 


A very large company was attracted to the 
Auction Mart on Tuesday last, the occasion 
being the sale of the Oaks Estate, near Epsom, 
formerly well known as the favourite hunting- 
box of the thirteenth Earl of Derby, who was 
also the founder of the two great racing stakes, 
—the Derby and the Oaks. A description of 
the historical old mansion and grounds appeared 
in the Builder a few weeks since. The sale was 
conducted by Mr. Edward Tewson, of the firm 
of Debenham, Tewson, Farmer, & Bridgewater. 
The farm buildings, known as the Oaks Farm, 
several cottages, and out-buildings, were also 
included in the sale. In introducing the pro- 
perty, Mr. Tewson, after adverting to its 
interesting historical antecedents, said it was 
one of the finest country seats in the neigh- 
bourhood of London, adding that the property 
had a considerable frontage of nearly 6,000 ft. 
to capital roads, and that portions might easily 
be made available for building purposes without 
affecting the enjoyment of the estate. There 
were several competitors for the property, the 
biddings for which commenced at 15,0001., the 
property being brought up by a succession of 
advances to 22,5001., but no higher offer being 
made, the auctioneer stated that the reserve 
was 25,000/., at which the estate was with- 
drawn. 

The English Iron Trade.—There is 
greater steadiness in the English iron market, 
our advices agreeing that trade is improving, 
although the signs indicating that change are 
as yet not very pronounced. It remains to be 
seen whether the better tendency observable is 
the forerunner of a permanent improvement, 
long hoped for, or whether it is again only a 
temporary flicker. Pig-iron, although quiet, is 
firm in the North of England, and tending 
upwards. Scotch makers’ iron, on the contrary, 
is still very changeable. Bessemer iron, 
whilst its quotation in the north-west is 6d. 
a ton lower, is reputed very steady. In both 
these cases the heavy stocks operate against 
any substantial improvement. A little 
more firmness is perceptible in Lancashire. 
Shipments of pig-iron are above the monthly 
average. The better tone in the manufactured 
iron market is maintained, the demand being 
well sustained. Tin-plates are easier, but large 
transactions are reported. There is greater 
firmness in the steel trade, consequent upon a 
fuller demand, and prices show an advance. 
In shipbuilding the additional orders which 
have been booked during the week tend to 
make the outlook brighter for those engaged in 
the trade. Engineers have also better prospects. 
—TIron. 

New Public Rooms, Helston. — The 
foundation-stone of the new Public Rooms at 
Helston was laid on the 19th inst. by his 
worship the Mayor (Mr. W. Trevenen). The 
building (which is being erected by a limited 
liability company) will stand upon the site of 
the old Grammar School, where Coleridge, 
Kingsley, and other eminent men were edu- 
cated; and an interesting part of the old build- 
ing is being incorporated in the new structure. 
Difficulties in obtaining a suitable site for a 
long time delayed operations, but his grace the 
Duke of Leeds has generously granted a lease of 
the present site at the nominal sum of 10s. per 
annum. There will be committee, business, 
billiard, and reading rooms upon the ground- 
floor ; and a hall (to be named the “‘ Godolphin 
Hall”) with retiring-rooms upon the first floor. 
The architect is Mr. Charles E. Dyer, of Ply- 
mouth; and the builders are Messrs. Eva & 
Richards, of Helston. 

Hingham Parish Church.—Fonr stained- 
glass windows have just been erected in this 
church to the memory of the late Vicar, by his 
widow, Lady Mary Currie, and his brother-in- 
law, Mr. W.S. Deacon. Each of the windows 
has three lights, and they are collectively filled 
with standing figures (life size) of the twelve 
Apostles. The windows were designed and 
executed by Messrs. Heaton, Butler, & Bayne, 
under the supervision of the architect, Mr. 
A. W. Blomfield, A.R.A. 

The Atocha Cathedral in Madrid.—The 
venerable Atocha Cathedral, one of the most 
celebrated historical monuments of Madrid, says 
I’ Epoca, has become so dilapidated that the 
Crown architects have declared that unless the 
edifice is restored it will collapse ; consequently 
the Queen Regent has ordered the work of 
restoration to be taken in hand at once, at the 
expense of the Crown. It is said that the 
undertaking will occupy four years. 





Association of Municipal and Sanitary 
Engineers and Surveyors.—The annual 
Northern District Meeting of this Association 
was held in Carlisle on Saturday last, under the 
presidency of Mr. Gordon, Leicester, President. 
Amongst those present were Mr. W. G. Laws, 
Newcastle (past president); Mr. R. 8. Rounth- 
waite, Sunderland; Mr. E. R. S. Escott, 
Halifax; Mr. J. P. Spencer, Newcastle; Mr. 
M. Hawdon, Blaydon-on-Tyne; Mr. T. Dawson, 
Benwell (district secretary). The members of 
the Association were met at the Council 
Chamber by the Mayor and other members of 
the Corporation, and under the guidance of 
Mr. H. U. McKie, City Surveyor, and Mr. 
Hepworth, Gas and Water Engineer, Carlisle, 
they visited several places of professional 
interest in the city. Subsequently Mr. A. T. 
Walmisley, M.Inst.C.E., read a paper on the 
roof of the new market at present being erected 
in Carlisle, and was followed by Mr. Hepworth 
with a paper on the Carlisle Public Baths, 
erected in 1883 -4, at a cost of 7,000). Mr. 
McKie gave a series of papers, the first of which 
dealt with the new public slaughter-houses ; 
the second with the improvements carried 
out at the city police office and cells in 1879, at 
a cost of 2,620/.; the third was an elaborate 
record of house junctions and street gullies 
on main sewers; the fourth a comparison of 
Lazonby, Caithness, and other stones ; and the 
fifth a record of municipal work in the 
Surveyor’s department during the past eleven 
years.

However, subsequently the con- 
structors of the canal insisted upon the German 
firm affixing the name of their English repre- 
sentatives to the apparatus, as they feared an 
outcry in England against the placing of an 
order of this kind, concerning a national 
undertaking, abroad, but with this request the 
manufacturers refused to comply,—so says the 
Borsenhalle. 


Boards of Plaster of Paris and Reeds. 
The Danish Industritidende states that a com- 
mittee appointed by the Société Industrielle 
de Mulhouse, in Switzerland, are strongly 
recommending boards made of plaster of Paris 
and reeds. The boards are made from alter- 
nating layers of plaster of Paris and reeds 
hydraulically compressed. They are said to 
furnish an excellent building material, par- 
ticularly for walls and ceilings, as the material 
is dry when used. The cost is only 5d. per 
square foot, with 0°39 in. thickness.
